REVIEW OF STATE AGENCY RULES SUGGESTED 


“Legislatures should regularly review rules laid down by state administrative agencies.” 
Samuel D. Estep* of The University of Michigan Law School made this suggestion at 
the 1956 annual American Bar Association meeting at Dallas, Texas. 

Speaking before the ABA section on administrative law on August 27, 1956, Pro- 
fessor Estep noted that at least 19 states have passed acts prescribing minimum standards 
for administrative rules. It was suggested that this practice might well become more 
widespread. “The mere fact that state agencies know their actions will be subjected to 
regular scrutiny and control from an outside source can serve as a powerful deterrent to 
misuse or excessive use of rule-making powers.” 

It was also suggested that states should avoid any general requirement that all ad- 
ministrative rules be approved by the legislature before taking effect. Instead, it was 
indicated that the focus should be upon a legislative review of rules or regulations, espe- 
cially those causing public protest. This review might best be achieved by making it part 
of the function of each legislative committee instead of centralizing all review of rules 
in one group, according to Mr.'Estep. In this fashion, law makers most familiar with the 
activities of a given state agency would periodically check its administrative rules. 

It was emphasized by Estep that: “The rule-making process is a sub-legislative process, 
and has as much effect on citizens as the passage of laws. Establishment of an effective 
process for legislative review in this area will restore a larger measure of the law-making 
functions of state government to the legislatures.” 

Professor Estep warned, however, that such legislative review could very possibly be 
unconstitutional unless properly limited. If the legislative reviewing body expands or 
contracts the scope of the original statute it would be amending the act, something the 
whole legislature must do and submit to the governor for approval or veto. 

Likewise, if the legislative reviewing agency should seek to determine the validity of 
existing regulations as applied to individual cases, this would be tantamount to exercis- 
ing the judicial function. Either of these actions would violate the constitutional concept 
of separation of powers between the legislative, judicial and executive branches of gov- 
ernment. 


NEW LAW CAREER FILM 


What is believed to be the first film dealing with law as a career has been produced 
by Weyerhaeuser Timber Co. of Tacoma, Wash. One of a series of thirteen on the gen- 
eral theme of “Your Career”, the film was telecast over Oregon and Washington stations 
as a public service enterprise. Each of the films is sound-color, 16 mm. and 26 minutes 
long. 

The picture on training of lawyers was screened recently in the American Bar Center, 
and the concensus of those who saw it was that it was ideally suited for showing before 
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high school students, parents of students considering careers, vocational guidance con- 
ferences, and possibly for beginning law students. The dramatic action and narration 
give a realistic insight into what goes into the training of a lawyer. 

The Weyethaeuser Company said that of six copies of the film which it produced, 
only one is available for national distribution to bar groups that might wish to borrow

PRESIDENT CHALFANT: The first matter of business will be the appointment of some 
committees. 

For the Rules Committee, I appoint Richard L. Becker of Coffeyville, chairman, Rob- 
ert Bond of El Dorado and Arthur Hodgson of Lyons. I ask that they have their report 
ready a little later in the morning. 

For the Resolutions Committee, I appoint Karl Miller of Dodge City, chairman, Rich- 
ard A. Barber of Lawrence, Vincent Fleming of Larned, Douglas G. Hudson of Fort Scott, 
and Robert H. Cobean of Wellington. 


For the Nominating Committee, George A. Robb, Newton, chairman, Charles E. Hen- 
shall of Chanute, and Ernest S. Hampton of Salina. 


The Resolutions Committee and the Nominating Committee will report, as indicated 
on the program, Saturday morning. 

Now, to make certain that we are welcome here in Kansas City, we are going to call 
upon Knowlton E. Carson, President of the Wyandotte County Bar Association. 


ADDRESS OF WELCOME 


Mr. KNOWLTON E. CARSON: Thank you, President Chalfant, and members of the 
Bar Association of the State of Kansas: As President of the Wyandotte County Bar As- 
sociation, it is an honor and a privilege for me to extend to you a welcome to Kansas 
City. I tried to get “Chal” a key but our mayor has given them all away. I suppose it 
would be appropriate to tell you that if you get in jail to call on us and we will either 
get you out or get in with you. However, I would like to give you a tip: If you are going 
to get in jail, do it before tomorrow night and the Bar show, because after we get through 
portraying “Hoghead,” our chief of police, and some of the other city officials, why I 
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don’t know whether you would have a good chance of getting out. You would probably 
stand about as good a chance if you tell them you are an osteopath and call for an M.D. 
to make your bond. 


Four years ago we had the town pretty well cleaned up by the floods and the grand 
jury. This year we have only cleaned up the court house—the exterior, that is. We are 
sandblasting the outside of it and lambasting the inside of it. 


I would like to take this opportunity to thank John Shuart for the splendid coopera- 
tion and help that he has given us here to get this convention going; I don’t know what 
we would have done without him. I would like to also call attention to two things that 
we have here in Kansas City. We have a new National Guard Armory; it is out at 18th 
and Ridge, which is about three blocks south of 18th and Central. It is one of the finest 
National Guard Armories in the country; last Saturday it was dedicated. There were 
thirty-one stars represented at the dedication, and that’s a lot of generals. It is quite an 
impressive building. I believe if you are interested in National Guard Armories, you 
might be interested in dropping by there and they will be glad to show you through it. 
Although I haven't been out there for quite awhile, the Wyandotte County Park, which 
is six miles west on No. 5 Highway, is in very fine shape and on your way home—maybe 
Saturday—if you would like to spend a few minutes there and go over and drive around 
the lake, I am sure you would really enjoy it. 


I know you have a lot of committee reports here this morning, so I don’t want to take 
any more of your time. We want you to enjoy yourselves; we are very glad you are here. 
(Applause) 


PRESIDENT CHALFANT: The response to the address of welcome will be given by 
Mr. O. B. Eidson, vice-president of the State Association, of Topeka. 


RESPONSE TO ADDRESS OF WELCOME 


Mr. O. B. EDSON: President of the Bar Association, gentlemen of the Bar of Kansas: 
My friend double-crossed me here. President Carson said that he was only going to say 
a few words of welcome, that he was glad that you were here, but he made a very in- 
telligent speech and I don’t know how I am going to equal that. But, as he said, we were 
here four years ago, and I think it was some twenty odd years since we had been here 
prior to that time. We had a good time than and we feel sure that we are going to have 
a good time now. 

We know the tremendous work and effort that must be put out by the host Bar to put 
on a program of this kind, such as you find in your program calendar, and we are glad 
to be here indeed. 

Although it is not as essential as it used to be, to come down to Kansas City to be 
near the Missouri line, we are glad we came anyhow. And as I said, we are deeply appre- 
Ciative, we are glad we came, and we thank you. (Applause) 


PRESIDENT CHALFANT: Thank you, Mr. Eidson. 
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THE PRESIDENT'S ADDRESS 


In view of the crowd we have here this morning, it is obvious that there are more than 
we should suspect that are familiar with that provision of the By-Laws that requires the 
president to give an address. Fortunately for all of us, my illustrious predecessors have 
in the past interpreted the term “address” to mean a report to the members of the Asso- 
Ciation, rather than a dissertation on some profound real subject. 

It is of course necessary that a portion of my address be a general report upon the 
activities of the Association for the past year, but I do not want to neglect the opportunity 
to urge for the consideration of your new officers, and the committees to be appointed 
for the new year, certain objectives which I believe are necessary or worth-while for the 
continued success of the organized Bar of Kansas. 


Let us first enumerate some facts which are indispensible to the successful operation of 
our Association: 


1. The total paid membership in 1955 was 1626, which is the largest paid member- 
ship in the history of the Association. 

2. The public-spirited, faithful and unselfish giving of time and effort of almost four 
hundred members engaged in the activities of more than thirty-five committees of our 
Association, all without financial reward, seeking to improve not only our laws, our 
methods of election of judges, and the administration of justice, but other relations with 


the general public. 

3. That the hard work of our efficient executive secretary, John Shuart, and his staff, 
in promoting the objectives of the Association and in coordinating the activities and 
functions of the various committees. 


4. The quiet and untiring work of Franklin Corrick in the preparation of our fine 
Bar Journal. 

5. The faithful cooperation of the Executive Council, and the unfailing support of the 
entire membership, in so many activities of the Association that so often pass without 
notice. 


Without attempting to use any evaluation, I would like to call attention to a few ac- 
complishments and milestones of the past year: 


1. The removal of our headquarters to a larger, more comfortable and less expensive 
suite in the offices in the Columbian Building in Topeka. 

2. The preparation and distribution to all members of the Association of a digest of 
Kansas Supreme Court opinions immediately after the opinions are filed with the Clerk 
of the Supreme Court. 


3. Conducting a poll of the members of the Association, as requested by the Amer- 
ican Bar Association, which determined that the members of the Association favor in- 
clusion in the Social Security system on a voluntary basis, but preferred compulsory in- 
clusion rather than being excluded entirely. 

4. Sponsoring by the Wichita Bar Association of a banquet in October honoring 
Orrie L. Phillips, retiring judge of the Tenth Federal Circuit. 
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5. The Standards for Title Examinations Committee commenced the rearrangement 
of existing standards and adoption of a system of classification which can be expanded 
to include new standards and the annotation of all title standards. 


6. Created and sponsored, relating to the Public Relations Committee, an annual 
press-bar award of $250.00, the first of which will be made at the mid-year meeting in 
October of this year. 

7. In inaugurating upon the realm of public relations in the Local Bar Associations 
Committee a program of annual awards of merit to local Bar Associations, the first 
awards will be made here this morning. 


It has been a great honor and privilege to have been your president during the past 
year, and one of the pleasant duties and privileges of the president is to attend various 
local and district meetings in Kansas, state Bar association meetings in our surrounding 
states, and national meetings of Bar presidents which are held simultaneously with ‘the 
meeting of the House of Delegates of the American Bar Association. Notwithstanding 
the efforts that the leaders of the organized Bar of Kansas are making in leading the 
general public in the improvement of laws, legal procedures, and the selection of judges, 
I seldom ever fail to attend a meeting in Kansas but what I am impressed with the po- 
tential strength and ability for leadership which exists in an ordinary Bar and to rec- 
ognize that we as lawyers are not furnishing the leadership of which we are capable to 
the general public, which will result in the enactment of legislation that will improve the 
administration of justice. We all recognize that there is strength in numbers, and when 
they are organized and willing to work there is no end to their accomplishments. I have 
often thought of what my old friend, Aaron Coleman—some of you may remember 
Aaron who was once a lawyer in Hutchinson, he was sort of a homespun philosopher, 
and Aaron used to say that he loved Republicans individually but what always upset 
him was when they got together on him. There is no limitation as to what we lawyers 
can do if we band together and make up our minds to accomplish a given result. The 
best single method for improving the standing of the Bar with the public is the pro- 
viding by the legal profession of a high degree of leadership in the community. The 
lawyer is better equipped for this purpose than is the business man or the men of ‘any 
other profession; it has been called the exclusive talent of the lawyer. 


As all of you know, our Association will soon be celebrating the seventy-fifth anni- 
versary of its founding; it has certainly grown to maturity and much has been accom- 
plished by the Association in recent years, but let me direct your attention to at least 
a few things which I believe should have the thoughtful consideration of our officers and 
committees in the future: 


1. We should approve as promptly as possible a group life insurance plan for the 
members. A special committee appointed for this purpose will report during the con- 
vention. 


2. A Kansas Bar Foundation should be immediately created to provide a vehicle to 
which contributions may be made tax deductible, to carry out through education, scien- 
tific research and publicity, among other things, and promotion of improvements in the 
administration of justice, the elevation of judicial standards and preservation of the 
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American constitutional form of government. A special committee will report on this 
subject during the convention. 

3. We must redouble our effort to see that the legislative program of the Association 
receives favorable consideration by the Legislature. In some states certain reforms have 
only been accomplished after the organized Bars have interested lay committees in the 
need for changes far in advance of the meeting of the Legislature. The members of this 
Association voted overwhelmingly, prior to the meeting in 1955, legislation: (1) A 
study and revision of our code of civil procedure;:and (2) For a change in the method 
of selection of judges which would, at least in part, remove the selection from politics. 
Both of these measures failed in passage. A bipartisan committee of this Association 
should be appointed to urge that provisions for effecting these changes be incorporated 
in the platforms of both major parties which will be adopted this summer. 

4. Judicial salaries and an adequate retirement law should continue to be the concern 
of every member of this Association. The salaries paid to our Kansas judiciary are still 
far below the national average, and we should make every effort to see that they are 
brought to a standard that will atrtact to the bench the best qualified men. 


5. Public Relations. We must look to ourselves if the public is to look to us. The 
scope of our public relations is all exclusive-inclusive and embraces everything we do, 
and in the sum total of our activities we have a highly effective public relations com- 
mittee whose field of interest is interwoven with the aims, objectives and work, of each 
committee of this Association. To further promote the program of public relations 

. I recommend that the chairman of the public relations committee be made a member, 
ex-officio, of the Executive Council. This would assure his presence at all discussions on 
questions involving Association policy and enables him to advise and counsel as to public 
relations action, any repercussions, relationship and effect of the proposed courses of 
action, and also to keep him fully posted as to the work of the council and all commit- 
tees and their public relations aspect. 


6. Integration. I was in favor of integrating the Bar when it was a hot subject a 
number of years ago, but now after having had the opportunity of observing the activi- 
ties of Bars of our sister states, I am convinced that we should immediately take this 
step forward. One half of all of the state associations are now integrated, all of our neigh- 
bors, north, south and west of us to the Pacific and with the sole exceptions of Colorado 
and Montana have integrated Bars. The aims and objectives of the lawyers of Kansas 
can best be served by an integrated Association. And lastly, along with integration pos- 
sibly, but not necessarily, should come a revision of our constitution to provide for a 
House of Delegates to be elected by districts throughout the state, possibly judicial dis- 
tricts, which shall serve as the legislative body of this Association. 


We have all witnessed some of the General Assembly meetings of this Association 
when only a handful of members were present, passing upon matters of vital importance 
to every lawyer of the state. The members present represent only themselves which gives 
those not present the privilege of taking the position that they are not bound by the 
action taken. If the delegates were regularly elected in the district they would represent 
all of the lawyers. It of course would be a wonderful situation if we could get all mem- 
bers to attend every minute of all sessions of the General Assembly, but you and I know 
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that human nature, being what it is, some prefer the golf course, ball game—and I assume 
we should feel fortunate that the A’s are out of town this week—others like the socia- 
bility of his friend in a hotel room and attend only the formal meetings of the Associa- 
tion. I think that member is as valuable to the Association as anyone, but I further be- 
lieve he ought to be personally present and enjoy the annual meeting, but should be 
willing to select a delegate to represent him on the controversial subjects that may be 
discussed and determined at all annual meetings. I thank you. (Applause) 


PRESIDENT CHALFANT: The next order of business, we will now have a report of 
the Convention Rules Committee, Mr. Richard L. Becker, chairman. 


CONVENTION RULES 


Mr. RICHARD L. BECKER: The report of your committee is as follows: 
1. The order of business shall be the order set out in the printed program; provided, 
however, the president may make such changes as he may deem necessary or expedient. 


2. All members desiring to speak on any question shall first arise and address the 
chairman, and shall not proceed further until recognized. Before beginning his remarks, 
he shall state clearly his name and residence. 


3. No member shall speak more than once upon the same subject and then not to 
exceed five minutes, except by consent of the assembly. 

4. All resolutions shall be in writing and shall be referred to the Resolutions Com- 
mittee for recommendation and consideration. 

5. Except as above provided, “Roberts Rules of Order” shall prevail. 

Mr. President, I move the adoption of the report. 

PRESIDENT CHALFANT: Do I hear a second? 

FROM THE FLoor: I second the motion. 

PRESIDENT CHALFANT: It has been regularly moved and seconded that the report of 
the committee be adopted. All in favor signify by saying “aye.” Contrary, “no.” The 
motion is carried. 

The next matter on the program will be the report of our Executive Secretary, John 
Shuart of Topeka. 


REPORT OF EXECUTIVE SECRETARY 


Because we have many reports to present at today’s and the succeeding business ses- 
sions, my report here will be brief. Also, I feel that since you receive, at least monthly, 
the BARLETTER, which emanates from my desk, you were kept rather well up to date 
on Association activity during the past year, but here, briefly, are some of the highlights. 


Probably the biggest event—at Jeast it turned out to be quite a task—was the moving 
of our Association office from the Garlinghouse Building in Topeka to the Columbian 
Building. Those of you who visited our former office know how cramped we were for 
space, and although our new quarters provide about 50% more space, it seems we're 
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almost up to the ceiling now. The compactness doesn’t bother me, however—probably 
because of my four years experience in a small ship cabin—but I suspect you men used 
to parade grounds and the open terrain might feel closed in. Anyway, we:like our new 
space very much and hope you will stop by when you're in Topeka. 

One of the improvements to your headquarters made possible by this re-location was 
the addition of some office and printing equipment. This permits us to prepare the 
BARLETTER and our other publications in a much shorter period of time through the 
performance of most of the steps ourselves. 

A sample of special reports we have prepared is the comparison of minimum fee 
schedules which have been adopted by several local and regional associations over the 
state. There is no plan to attempt to work out a statewide schedule and I doubt if such 
would be advisable. However, this published comparison has prompted several asso- 
ciations to re-examine their schedules and several have made some adjustment in their 
previously adopted schedules. 

This year marked the start of a publication, the continuation of which will depend 
upon the need therefor and the desire of the members to receive such a service. I refer 
to the Supreme Court Opinions Digest. Our last Digest went in the mail just one week 
after Opinion Day and this is due to the cooperation of the court, the Clerk’s office and 
the girls in our office. I'm afraid because of this meeting that we will not get this month’s 
edition in the mail quite as fast. 

I might say again that it is our intent to put out a report giving briefly the facts and 
only partially the opinions handed down by our Supreme Court. We are not giving the 
syllabus; rather enough of the facts and enough of the opinion as to inform you about 
the matter, so that you can take steps to get the entire opinion if you desire. Several 
members after each publication date have written in ordering copies of the full opinion— 
which we are pleased to supply at cost. This is a service for you and its continuation 
depends upon your use and desire for such a service. 


At our annual meeting last May I reported a balance on hand of $23,202.52 and this 
year our balance is $19,805.73. This decrease is mainly represented by our investment 
in these various pieces of office and printing equipment. They have permitted the addi- 
tion of these new services and will within a relatively short period pay for themselves. 


Our membership last year totaled 1,623 with a total dues income of $28,174.50. Paid 
membership for 1956 yesterday totaled 1,439, more than our total membership for 1952 
—the first full year of operation of the Association office. This still leaves 165 members 
who belonged last year but who have not yet paid their 1956 dues. As predicted last 
year we passed the 1,600 mark and I believe that 1,700 can be reached this year. 

The audit, as provided in the by-laws, is being made as of May 1st by the firm of 
Garrison & Gresser, certified public accountants of Topeka. A detailed financial report 
is attached hereto and will be published with this report. 

Several new programs have been commenced by the Association, but these will be 
described in detail in the several committee reports to follow. ; 

The Officers and Executive Council have met several times during the year, namely: 
June 18 in Topeka; October 20 in Wichita at the Mid-Year meeting; November 18 in 
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Topeka, and March 31 in Topeka. They have spent many more hours on Association 
matters and probably what would amount to several days answering correspondence 
emanating from the Association office. President Chalfant and the others are an inter- 
ested, considerate and outstanding group of attorneys. It is a pleasure to have worked 
under their immediate direction during the past year and to have thus been associated 
with them. 


One of the biggest jobs confronting the Association office is the forthcoming session 
of the Legislature. Steps presently outlined leading to next January will include pre- 
sentation of the recommendation of the Improvement of Laws and Procedures Com- 
mittee to the entire membership. 


Those recommendations approved for Association support will be conveyed to the 
Prospective Legislation Committee which will be charged with presentation to the Leg- 
islature. I will be working closely with this committee and it is our hope that full hear- 
ing will be accorded us by the Senate and House Judiciary committees and that their 
approval may be gained. 

In the meantime we will see to it that the other members of the Legislature have be- 
fore next January, copies of our recommendations, possibly in bill form, and that they 
and the press are fully informed regarding the purpose of and the need for each sug- 
gested improvement. It is the responsibility of the Bar to take the lead in making rec- 
ommended improvements. If we fail to take this lead, we can’t object to it being done 
for us and for it to be in forms not entirely satisfactory to us. 


I appreciated the opportunity to attend many local bar meetings and am sorry that 
prior commitments prevented my attendance at more meetings. 


In closing I would like to say that I have enjoyed working with the president of the 
Wyandotte Bar Association, Knowlton Carson, and the members of his convention com- 
mittee. They have arranged an excellent meeting for you and I hope you will remain 
through the entire meeting. 


Don’t forget the match Saturday morning between that slugging, right-hander, that 
battle-scarred ring veteran of countless controversies, the pride of Bourbon County, 
(Douglas Hudson); and that top-rated contender, barely making his weight limit, the 
fast-stepping and adept, ring-wise opponent, from the “air” capital of Kansas, George 
Powers. It is scheduled for 10:00 a.m., Kansas City Standard time. Time Limit—One 
Hour and the title involved is “Federal Discovery Rules for Kansas?” Don't Miss It.

PRESIDENT CHALFANT: Thank you, John, a mighty fine report. We will now have 
the report of the Editor-in-Chief of the Bar Journal. Mr. Franklin Corrick. 


REPORT OF EDITOR OF THE BAR JOURNAL 


Mr. FRANKLIN CorRRICK: President Chalfant, Other Members of the Association, and 
Guests: I think one of the reasons that Senator Becker got some applause even before 
his report was adopted was the five minute limit rule that he announced on speakers. 
So, in the interests of time I will try to stay within that rule; I have made a few notes 
to help me to do that. 


Since each annual volume or one year publication of our Journal averages about four 
hundred pages, obviously I couldn’t review everything in those four hundred pages, so I 
will just mention a few items which seem of some importance and which probably should 
be mentioned in my report as Editor-in-Chief of our Bar Journal. I‘might interpose right 
here that we have only one Editor-in-Chief, but we have various committees, as our 
President pointed out, and various members of this Association and, as has been said, 
“without you we would have nothing.” These items that I wish to mention are: Férst, the 
time of issuance of the May Bar Journal; Second, the objects of this Association and its 
Bar Journal; and Third, an evaluation and appraisal of our Bar Journal. 


As to the first item, most of you know that the May issue of the Journal is now pub- 
lished after the annual meeting instead of before. This was begun in 1953 when the date 
of the annual meeting was moved up to about a month from the latter part of May to 
the latter part of April. Now, there are many advantages, I think, in publishing the 
May Journal after the annual meeting rather than before. One advantage is that it per- 
mits earlier publication of some of the section meetings or legal institutes conducted at 
the annual meeting. So far it has been possible to obtain for publication in the May 
Journal most of this so-called “bread and butter” material at the annual meeting. Other- 
wise, this material would probably have to wait at least until November because the 
August issue has always been devoted almost exclusively to printing the proceedings of 
the annual meeting. 


Of course there are some disadvantages in waiting until after the annual meeting to 
publish the Bar Journal. This arises when the annual meeting begins after the middle 
of May, and it makes the publication come out later than usual. The only complaint I 
have heard is from the Post Office Department which prefers that its mailings be made 
at regular intervals, specified for quarterly publications. 

The second item which I mentioned concerns the objects of the state Association and 
its Bar Journal. Since the Journal is the official publication of the Bar Association of

the State of Kansas, its objects should of course be the same as those of the Association. 
The objects are set forth in the first article of our Constitution, and it will just take a 
minute or two to state them. Briefly they are: 

First, to uphold and defend the Constitution of the United States and of the State of 
Kansas; 

Second, to advance the science of jurisprudence; 

Third, to promote the administration of justice; 

Fourth, to maintain high professional standards; and 

Fifth, to correlate and promote the activities of the members of this Association in 
the interest of the legal profession and of the public. 

I mentioned these objects of this Association and its Bar Journal because of a recent 
statement made about legal publications in general. In a speech before the National 
Conference of Bar Association Secretaries last February, a Northwestern University jour- 
nalism professor said, that in just looking over some of the legal publications it is rather 
impossible for him to ascertain just what those publications are trying to do. Therefore, 
it might be helpful—especially to the new members of this Association—to outline some 
of the objects of the Association in each issue of the Journal. The outline might also 
show the committee set up, how to apply for membership and a statement as to the 
dues. A similar outline is printed in the front part of each issue of the American Bar 
Association Journal. 

The only other and final item I wish to report on is this: Last February an evaluation 
or appraisal was made of the November, 1955, issue of the Kansas Bar Journal. It was 
made by O. M. Forkert and Associates of Chicago. The appraisal form covered some 
ten evaluation points. I shall mention only a few of these ten points used in this eval- 
uation, but in none of them did our Bar Journal score less than eighty-five. A grade of 
ninety-five or excellent was given on the editorial content of our Bar Journal. This 
editorial content includes scope, variety, and relation to functions or objects. A grade 
of ninety was given for our front cover page which included appropriateness of illus- 
tration, aesthetic appeal and attention value. Other ninety scores were on the placement 
of contents and readability. I think this evaluation confirms statements which I have 
heard many times, that the Kansas Bar Journal is tops among the Bar Journals of the 
United States. 

Mr. President, this concludes my report. I have enjoyed working with you and the 
other members of this Association. Thank you. (Applause) 

PRESIDENT CHALFANT: Thank you, Mr. Corrick, that was a very fine report. The 
next item of business will be the report of the Historical Committee. This report was to 
have been given by the Honorable Beryl R. Johnson, but he has been taken to Lansing 
this morning and I think we should all pray for his speedy return. In his absence Mr. 
William Beall of Clay Center will make his report. 


HISTORICAL COMMITTEE 


Mr. WILLIAM BRALL: Mr. President. I have given a great deal of thought and con- 
sideration to this report which was just handed me by the Secretary, but as I view it the 
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mere function of the acting chairman is to give acknowledgment, slight as it may appear, 
to those members of this Association who have served and who have been members of 
the Bar for at least fifty years. That is quite a length of time, quite a long length of time.

| Mr. Carts E, JonEs: Mr. President and Ladies and Gentlemen: Pethaps I should 
say that I hope that I do as well and last as long as the other Jones boy who just appeared 
up here. I have known Walter Jones for a good many years and this is the first time that 
I ever appreciated that he was older than L 


The written report of the local Bar Associations Committee has been duly filed and I 
don’t propose to read all that. This committee, as its name implies, is that committee of 
your Association which works at the grassroots and the potential of this committee is 
unlimited. The other members of the committee are: Knowlton Carson, Philip Buzick, 
Charles E. Henshall, Frank G. Theis, Robert Ferguson, Charles Raub, Wallace T. Wolf, 
Vincent Fleming and Alex M. Fromme, ex officio. 


At the present time we have fifty-six local Bar associations in Kansas, forty-nine of 
these associations are county bar associations, four are city bar associations which com- 
prise county-wide memberships, and three are regional associations covering two or more 
counties. One new association was organized during the year: the Doniphan County Bar 
Association, Hon. A. O. Delaney, Jr., of Troy, Kansas, is the president of that new asso- 

For this committee to function like it should, it was determined, during the course of 
the year, that arrangements should be made whereby each local association could report 
through or to the state association at least once a year, and quite a composite form was 
designed and sent out to all the associations whereby they might individually report. We 
had a very fine response from this action and in connection with this report it was sug- 
gested that an award be made each year to those associations doing outstanding. work. 
And we thought that a report of this sort then would serve two functions: it would per- 
mit us to work more efficiently; and, at the same time, we could do honor to those asso- 
Ciations deserving it. In this connection, I should say that you would certainly appreciate 
an Executive Secretary such as you have because it would have been impossible to have 
arranged this whole system of awards, as we did this year, without his efficient assistance. 
We divided the various local associations into three different groups, mainly, in order 
to classify them so there wouldn’t be any unfairness to one over the other. We took the 
group where the association serves a population of 20,000 or less as one group. The 
second group is an association which serves populations of 20,000 to 100,000: And the 
third group, those associations that serve populations exceeding 100,000. We set up 
more or less an elaborate and scientific system of grading, which included various factors 
that we thought important, including such things as membership, that is, local member- 
ship, membership in the state Bar association, membership in the American Bar Asso- 
ciation, frequency of meetings, type of meetings, inter-professional relationship, legal aid, 
legal institutes, legal ethics, unauthorized practice, fees schedules, public forums, civic 
work, work to improve the administration of justice, and one of the overall factors was 
a six point state public relations program, and other projects and other features. Each 
of these were given percentages, and on that sort of a schedule these associations were 

Now, many of the associations that reported said, they were not competing for an 
award. That is not our intention, and that is not the proper purpose of it. We don’t care 
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if they compete or not; but we did want the information, and we think the replies that 
did come in were most helpful, but the response should have been greater. 

At this time I would like to read the form of the citation that will be presented to each 
of the associations within these winning groups. The “Award of Honor” is as follows:

PRESIDENT CHALFANT: Thank you, Mr. Jones. His written report will be filed and 
there are no recommendations that need to be approved. [Eprror’s NOTE: The follow- 
ing two paragraphs of the written Report were not covered in his oral report] : 


“Officially, one of the assigned duties of this Committee is to maintain a list of quali- 
fied speakers to appear at Local Bar Association meetings. Having done this for several 
years, without particular success, it was decided to eliminate this duty since a Speakers’ 
Bureau within Local Associations is already one of the objects of the Public Relations 
Program. The Committee feels that it should cooperate with and assist the Public Re- 
lations Committee wherever and whenever possible since public relations fundamentally 
begin at the local level. This should be assigned as a duty of the Committee rather than 
any specific objective within that category.” 

“To more effectively serve, each of the nine members of this Committee has been 
assigned the primary responsibility over those Associations within one of the nine Dis- 
tricts of the State of Kansas. Each Committee member thus has the responsibility of 
keeping in close contact with the needs and activities of Local Associations within his 
particular District and to report the same through the Committee to the State Bar Asso- 
ciaion. For the convenience of Committee members, or other persons interested, there is 
submitted herewith, a list of local Associations showing pertinent information relative 
‘thereto, the Counties of each District and the Committee members directly responsible. 
This listing should be helpful in the overall approach in determining the best methods 
and procedures to be used in making the work of this Committee more successful.”

PRESIDENT CHALFANT: The next matter on the program is the report of the special 
committee on the Kansas Bar Foundation by Mr. L. J. Bond of El Dorado. Mr. Bond. 
(Applause ) 


KANSAS BAR FOUNDATION > 


Mr. L. J. BOND: Mr. President, Members of the Bar, and Guests: I hope that some 
of you, at least, know more about Bar foundations than I did when President Chalfant 
called me and asked me to serve on this committee. However, with the help of our very 
efficient Executive Secretary, we have made some study of Bar committees of this sort 
and Bar foundations and the committee has come to the conclusion that Kansas should 
have a Bar foundation. We have made a rather long report to President Chalfant and 
the Executive Council and they have approved it. But in view of the fact that this is a 
matter of considerable importance to the lawyer, the committee felt that his report should 
be submitted to the Bar association at this meeing. It is unfortunate that we didn’t get to 
work on it soon enough that we could have furnished the members of the Association 
some information concerning Bar foundations so that you would have an opportunity to 
acquaint yourselves with the purposes of such foundations and the method of organizing 
them. 

I am not going to read this report to the Executive Council. It has been filed. I am 
going to touch upon some of the highlights and possibly some of you will have some 
questions to ask and if you do, I will answer them to the best of my ability. Now, we 
inquired of many Bar associations and Bar foundations about the work of foundations. 
You probably all know that a gift to the Kansas Bar Association, as it is constituted, 
would not be exempt from payment of taxes on the part of the donor. Everyone of our 
surrounding states—Missouri, Oklahoma, Nebraska, Colorado, Iowa, Minnesota, and 
many other states—have Bar foundations. The original purpose of the Bar foundation, 
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as far as we could learn from our investigation and from the information we received, 
was to provide a means whereby lawyers and others who are interested in the profession 
to which we belong, cared to do something to further the best interests of the law and 
would have a means whereby they could make a donation in money or property that 
could be used for some of the very fine things that our President mentioned as being 
the purpose of a Bar foundation. And with the Bar foundation properly organized under 
the law and under the regulations of the Internal Revenue Department, the gifts to such 
an association or such a foundation would be tax free. 

The idea of foundations of this nature is comparatively new in this country, but we 
do have some large foundations—the Rockefeller Foundation and others. The commit- 
tee, Mr. President, couldn’t find any objection to the organization of a Bar foundation. 
There are several methods that have been followed in other states, but the general pattern 
is the same from New York to California. There are some differences in the By-Laws 
and the Charter and the Constitution of various associations or foundations, but generally 
they seek to accomplish the same purpose and the organization is very much the same 
in all of them. There are different methods of electing officers and managing the foun- 
dations. Some of them put upon the governing body of the state Bar association the duty 
of managing the Bar foundation; others elect the trustees or whatever you might call 
them—directors. 

We felt that in order for a Kansas Bar Foundation to really function as it should, it 
should have the wholehearted support of the lawyers and we can best get that support 
through our Executive Council; and we recommend in our report that the Executive 
Council of the Kansas Bar Association appoint trustees or directors for this foundation 
when it is organized and that they act as the directors or trustees, and we suggest that 
they select a lawyer from each of the congressional districts in the state so every part 
of the state will be represented, 

Now, Iowa has one of the outstanding Bar foundations. They have only been in 
existence a few years but they have in cash and property $135,000.00, all of which has 
been donated by lawyers and friends of the law. Some associations were organized by 
asking the lawyer to join the association and become a stockholder—you might call it 
that—by making a donation. We haven't recommended that this be done in Kansas. 
We feel that the first step is to effect the organization of the Bar foundation and then 
as the years go along and the time seems to be opportune, the officers and trustees of 
the foundation can take whatever steps they deem advisable to raise funds or to increase 
the funds in the possession of the foundation so that something can be done by the 
foundation. It is conceivable, of course, that this foundation fifty years from now may 
have a very substantial amount of money and that it can carry out the ends for which 
it is organized in a manner that would make every lawyer of this state proud to be a 
lawyer and proud of his foundation. 

Now, I have touched on nearly everything that seems of vital importance and given 
you a rather general picture of foundations. I know you have a great many committee 
teports and I don’t want to take up too much of your time. The other members of the 
committee are: Robert G. Braden, Wichita; Leroy Raynolds, Emporia; Bob Irwin, To- 
peka; John Hayes, Hutchinson. The committee has had several meetings with the Ex- 
ecutive Council. We have studied the information we have had and we at this. time rec- 
ommend to this Association that steps be taken to organize in Kansas a Bar foundation. 
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If there: were any sound, logical reasons that we could arrive at in our study of this ques- 
tion as to why we shouldn’t have such a foundation, I would give them to you. There isn’t 
much to organizing the foundation; there isn’t a great deal of work; it doesn’t involve 
a great deal of expense. The thing that will come up in due course is whether or not we 
shall make an effort to induce members of the Association to make contributions to this 
foundation, and that of course is in the future and will be determined by the officers 
of the foundation. 

I, therefore, Mr. President, move that the Kansas Bar Association authorize the Ex- 
ecutive Council to take steps, by the appointment of a committee, to organize for Kansas 
a Kansas Bar Foundation. 

FROM THE FLoor: What would the activities of the foundation be? I don’t believe 
you mentioned that. 


Mr. BOND: In case you gentlemen weren't here, eidinititesta ein eatiag ations 
pointed them out. Now, of course in the Charters and the Constitutions of the Bar foun- 
dations that we studied, the aims were about the same; they were generally about 
the same in their import. Now, here are some of them that we have taken from the con- 
stitution of our Bar association and they are exactly the way the President has outlined 
in his opening address—here is one from Chicago that John Shuart just handed me: all 
or any part of it may be used for charitable, scientific research, educational purposes, to 
foster and maintain the honor and integrity of the profession of the law, to improve and 
facilitate the administration of justice, to promote the study of the law and research 
therein and thereafter continued education of lawyers. That of course would fit into 
a program that this Bar association has already carried out to some extent with our law 
schools. To relieve, aid, or assist charitable and deserving members of the Bar who 
are incapacitated and in need of aid. This committee felt this wasn’t a proper purpose 
of this organization. Now, of course, there are many other things, you understand, in 
matters of this sort, as naturally it has to be something that will be for the best interests 
of our profession and the members of the profession, and also that will be for the general 
welfare of the people of this state. I think the Bar foundation could do a great many 
things along the lines suggested that would be very beneficial to the members of the 
Bar and to the people of Kansas. Does that answer your question? This subject is prob- 
ably new to many of you and maybe all of you; I know it was to me. When President 
Chalfant called, I told him I knew nothing about Bar foundations. He seemed to think 
that qualified me for appointment on this committee, but we have learned something 
about it and I have tried in a brief way to pass it on to you. If any of you have any ques- 
tions before this motion is put, 1 would be glad to try and answer them. 

Mr. DoucLas G. HUDSON: I might say that this was the modus operandi used by 
the American Bar Association in building, and establishment of, the headquarters build- 
ing in Chicago; that building and the furnishings are from the American Bar Founda- 
tion. That was the method which was used and it is quite conceivable in the future that 
the Kansas Bar Foundation might establish housing for the staff of the Kansas Bar 
Foundation and also for the staff of the Kansas Bar Association along the same lines 
as that worked out in ‘Chicago. In other words, the way I look at it you can’t lose any- 
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., Mr. Bonp: Even by looking into the foreseeable future, that might be something of 

great importancme, as Doug said, we might have a Kansas Bar Building, built and main- 

tained by the Kansas Bar Foundation. Cine manasa RCI iawn 
FROM THE FLoor: Second the motion. 


PRESIDENT CHALFANT: It has been regularly moved and seconded that the report of 
this committee be approved. Is there any discussion? If not, all in favor signify by saying 
“aye.” Contrary “no.” Motion is carried. 

I told this story before but it bears repetition and points up the continued need for 
public relations, When I attended the Oklahoma Bar Association meeting in Oklahoma 
City last fall, the chairman of the Oklahoma Bar Foundation was making his report, and 
about a year prior to the meeting last fall the foundation had set out on a program to 
build a model courtroom at the University of Oklahoma Law School which the founda- 
tion was going to give to the University of Oklahoma. And they got their plans ready 
and they had some estimates made and they finally concluded it was going to cost them 
about $35,000.00. So, they went down and solicited the membership and this went on 
for quite awhile and finally they got $25,000.00 in the bank and they concluded that 
they would let a contract. And they thought that naturally the lawyers of Oklahoma 
were entitled to some good publicity over a thing like this, so they called in the news- 
paper reporter and gave him this story and told him that they had planned to raise 
$35,000.00; they had $25,000.00 raised and they were letting this contract to build this 
model courtroom which was to be given to the University of Oklahoma, etc. And next 
morning, to their surprise, this was the headline in the paper: “Oklahoma Lawyers Short 
$10,000.00.” So we need to continue our public relations program. 

The next report is the report of the Citizenship Committee; there are no recom- 
mendations and it will be filed. 


CITIZENSHIP 


Your Committee on Citizenship desires to make the following report: 


Your Chairman met with the members of the committee at the Mid-Year Meeting of 
your association which was held in ‘Wichita in October. 

Due to various conflicts there were not too many of the members that were able to be 
present, however, those present discussed the matters pertaining to the work of this 
committee. 

Many of the local Bar Associations used Judge Medina’s talk for enlightenment of 
the people through the medium of. radio. The reports were that the reception was fine 
and the people in those areas greatly appreciated hearing this distinguished speech. 

The committee continued its pledge of assistance to schools on Citizenship Day and 
through the cooperation of local Bar Associations some very fine observances were con+ 
ducted.. 

The Committee also discussed the further promotion and use of the already established 
school program ‘in furthering citizenship. It is apparent that the attorneys of this state 
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who by virtue of their profession have or should have a great interest in justice and in 
citizenship could not only do themselves, but our great country a valient service in 
speeches before high school groups not only on the privileges of citizenship, but likewise 
the obligations of a citizen in a Democratic Form of government. The Bar Association 
and local attorneys in each city are found cooperating in every instance with other pa- 
triotic organizations to further the understanding and appreciation of citizenship. 

Citizenship is a matter of great concern to each and every individual in our great coun- 
try and its appreciation must be constantly alerted and pursued. The carrying out of an 
active Citizenship program depends greatly on the time and effort expended by the 
members of.the legal profession. Such a program is as good public relations as the mem- 
bers of this association can obtain anywhere. It is often found that many smaller com- 
munities and even some of the larger ones have people who are most interested -in build- 
ing patriotic observance and citizenship observance, but they do lack in some instances 
a spark of leadership to see that the program is fully carried out and put into operation. 
In this instance the members of the Bar Association can render valuable assistance for 
they are trained in such matters and can certainly lend a great deal to the planning of 
such a program. ai 

This is a worthwhile and outstanding endeavor on the part of the legal profession and 
should not only be continued so as to give assistance to the schools, counties and other 
organizations, but through local Bar Associations should be furthered to the point that 
no Citizenship Day or legal patriotic holiday pass without appropriate observation.

IMPROVEMENT OF LAWS AND PROCEDURE 


Mr. JAMES PUTNAM: Mr. President, and Members of the Association: 


Your committee on Improvement of Laws and Procedures has received thirty-two pro- 
posals, twenty-five of these proposals were discussed at the meeting of the committee 
held October 21, 1955. Most of them were assigned to members of the committee for 
further consideration and recommendation. Seven new proposals have been received 
since the October 21st meeting. These proposals are as follows: 


1. Providing that under certain circumstances property in hands of surviving joint 
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tenant will be liable for debts of deceased joint tenant—submitted by President C. B. 
Chalfant. 

2. Revision of eminent domain procedure—submitted by Association Secretary John 
W. Shuart. 

3. Probate Code Amendment—submitted by J. C. Ruppenthal, Russell. 

4, Amending G. S. 1949, 61-1305—submitted by D. C. Martindell, Hutchinson. 

5. Amending G. S. 1949, 59-2249—submitted by J. C. Ruppenthal, Russell. 

6. Re Subpoenas—submitted by Jim Williams, Dodge City. 

7. Re Administration of Estates—submitted by George J. Benson, El Dorado. 

The seven new proposals have been assigned to the entire committee for study. This 
committee plans to meet in the late summer or early fall for final consideration of all 
pending proposals. These proposals will then be submitted to the entire membership 
of the Association for their opinions. The proposals approved by the Association will 
then be processed by the proper committee for consideration by the 1957 legislature.

PRESIDENT CHALFANT: Next is Lawyer Referral Services, Everett E. Steerman, chair- 
man. Mr. Steerman. 
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LAWYER REFERRAL AND LEGAL AID 


Mr. EVERETT E. STEERMAN: Mr. President, Ladies and Gentlemen of the Association: 
This report will be in two parts. As you probably know, in the years gone by I have 
acted as standing chairman of the Committee on Legal Assistance to Servicemen; that is 
a Closely affiliated subject. I am going to take up with you, first, the committee work in 
connection with lawyer referral and legal aid or assistance. 


Your Committee on Lawyer Referral and Legal Aid desires to make the following 
report: 

A meeting of the Committee was held at the Mid-Year Meeting of the Bar at Wichita, 
at which time the various phases of the work of the Committee were discussed, and it 
was determined that this Association, through this Committee, should continue to give 
legal assistance to all those in need of such assistance whether they had financial ability 
to pay or not. 

During the year a large number of legal matters have been directed to the Chairman 
of the Committee, who in turn has forwarded said matters to attorneys—members of 
the committee wherever possible—for expeditious handling. 


Many of the matters brought to the attention of your Committee demonstrates that 
there is a need for a plan which would establish a lawyer referral or legal assistance 
office in all of the larger cities of the state and at least one lawyer in each of the counties 
who is willing to give time to any matters in his respective county where the person is 
not financially able to pay the regular charges for the services rendered or is unable to 
pay any compensation therefor. Many matters submitted to this Committee during the 
past year came to the attention of the Committee entirely too late for anything to be 
done. Many of them came after the period for appearance in court in the first instance 
had fully expired and the right to appeal gone, and some causes of action had become 
barred by the statute of limitation. Some of these parties involved did not realize there 
was such a thing as statutes limiting the time in which actions could be commenced, and 
others did not realize they would lose all their rights if appeals were not perfected with- 
out delay. Possibly some of them would not have been able to comprehend if it had been 
explained to them, but that gives rise to a greater responsibility than where we are deal- 
ing with individuals who do have ample mental capacity. 


The plan which was revised and submitted in the report of the Legal Aid Committee 
at the last meeting of this Association was referred to the Council of this Association 
for further study and action. Pursuant to that direction, the Council, through your Ex- 
ecutive Secretary, submitted to the members of this Association a questionnaire asking 
for a vote for or against the adoption of a plan. Of the 1600 members of this Association, 
only 519 marked and returned the questionnaire, and of this group, 366 voted in the 
affirmative and 153 voted against. In the larger cities of the state the vote was as follows: 
Topeka—58 for and 12 against, Wichita—57 for and 18 against, Kansas City—17 for 
and 7 against, Hutchinson—12 for and 1 against, Emporia—6 for and 3 against. Look- 
ing at it from the standpoint of the sections of the State of Kansas, the eastern portion 
voted 128 for and 80 against, while in the western half it was 61 for and 26 against. 
While the Council did not secure an expression from a majority of the members of this 
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Association, it would seem that it could be stated it is the thinking of a majority of 
those who have studied the problem and have an interest in it, that some plan should be 
undertaken. 

This Association budgeted $100 for the use of your Committee during the past year, 
but all services rendered were given gratuitously, and therefore, no claims were filed for 
any sums expended in the handling of the work of the Committee. 


The Chairman of your Committee attended the Mid-Year Meeting of the American 
Bar Association at Chicago and was in attendance at some of the sessions of the Com- 
mittees on Legal Aid and Lawyer Referral of the American Bar, and from the reports 
made at those sessions it appears that an enlarged and more effective coverage of the 
country is being made, not alone by the American, State and other Bar Associations, but 
by Legal Aid Societies and other non-legal organizations. Again it was apparent that 
all organizations giving legal assistance are using lawyers to carry on the work, and it 
should be stressed that this is primarily the work of the organized bar and the members 
thereof, and it would be to the best interests of our profession if we could receive a larger 
portion of the recognition which these other organizations are receiving for the fine 
work that is being done in giving legal assistance and aid to those people who are unable 
to secure and pay for that help. 


Also, your Chairman attended the Northeast Regional Meeting of the American Bar 
Association at Hartford, Connecticut, on the 17th day of April, having been appointed 
to head up a panel discussion on legal assistance to servicemen, and had an opportunity 
to meet with the Committees on Lawyer Referral and Legal Aid. A specific explanation 
was made as to what was being done in the larger centers along the eastern coast, and 
it is fitting that your Chairman should report this program is on the march in that sec- 
tion of the country. 

So it would seem that the time has come when again the matter of creating a plan in 
the State of Kansas should come before this Association for its further consideration 
and direction. 

Mr. President, this Committee moves that the officers and Council of this Association 
be authorized to place into effect in the year 1956-1957 a plan for lawyer referral and 
legal aid and assistance, and that a sum of money be allocated in the budget for the 
carrying forward of this work.

PRESIDENT CHALFANT: It has been regularly moved and seconded that the report be 
approved.

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Mr. RICHARD HickEy: Since we adopted Mr. Bond’s motion here this morning, 
couldn’t this be correlated with the Kansas Bar Foundation work, with this lawyer re- 
ferral program here as one of the sources of interest in the Bar foundation program? 
I hesitate to think all these lawyers should be working for nothing on this thing—and 
it seems to me there is that angle to it, as well as the public relations angle, that might 
be considered. 


PRESIDENT CHALFANT: Could you answer that, Mr. Bond? 


Mr. BOND: Yes. The New York Bar Foundation voted to give all possible effort to 
this fine thing in New York, for referral service and legal aid service. That foundation is 
doing great work in New York. 


PRESIDENT CHALFANT: Any further questions? If not, all in favor signify by saying 
“aye.” Contrary “no.” Motion is carried. 

Mr. STEERMAN: Mr. President, may I proceed now with the report of the Committee 
on Legal Assistance for Servicemen; that was formerly the committee on war work. I 
don’t believe I will read this report; I will just make a few remarks. 


As you know, at the beginning of World War II this committee was organized for 
the purpose of setting up a plan whereby the men and women in the military service 
would be given legal assistance on their many legal problems. This was co-ordinated 
with the American Bar Association and further co-ordinated with the armed services and 
the chief legal assistance officers of the various branches of the service, and we have gone 
forward with the plan. Although not a lot has been said about it, it is one of the finest 
pieces of public relations that we have done. And everyone that needed help back home 
when they were overseas or stationed in a camp, the matter was sent to me as chairman 
and in turn I sent it to a member of this Association in the county where the legal work 
was to be done and it was expeditiously handled. And the thousands of letters that I 
have in my files—and that file is getting to be quite a file—demonstrate fully that it 
has been something really worthwhile and it is one of the most necessary pieces of work 
that I have ever had anything to do with. 

In connection with that, I was appointed a member of the American Bar committee 
for the past several years. And as reported in this other report I read, I was asked to go 
back to the Northeast Regional Meeting of the American Bar Association held at Hart- 
ford, Connecticut; we had a splendid time back there. We met with all of the chiefs of the 
legal assistance departments of the Army, Navy, Air, Coast Guard, and Marines. They 
had in attendance some twenty-five or thirty of their legal assistance officers from the 
various bases in that area and we had a splendid meeting. Again it demonstrated to me 
that there was this need to carry on. So, about all that I am going to say in this report 
is that the work is being done and being done satisfactorily and, in conclusion, this work 
will be co-ordinated with this other committee with its plan when it is set up and all 
of these things are certainly things that can be worked out when that is set up. I move 
the adoption of this report, Mr. President, and that the committee be continued until 
we get the other organization set up. 

PRESIDENT CHALFANT: Do I hear a second? 

FROM THE FLoor: I second the motion. 


PRESIDENT CHALFANT: It has been regularly moved and seconded that the report be

adopted. Is there any discussion? All in favor signify by saying “aye.” Contrary “no.” 
Motion is carried. 

Mr. STEERMAN: Just one short report. This doesn’t have anything to do with regard 
to the committee reports, but it does affect the membership of this Association. Not 
having enough to do with the two committees I have headed for the state Bar association, 
I was asked to head up the matter of helping to secure 50,000 new members for the 
American Bar Association. And I am glad to report here today that, of our quota of 563 
that we should get in the State of Kansas, we have 491 approved applications. I am sorry 
that I cannot make a report that we went over the top; I would like to have done that. 
The only place in the state that went over the top was through the work of Willard 
Haynes in Kansas City, Kansas; they did go over the top and quite a ways over the top. 
I wanted you to know that the members of this Association responded and demonstrated 
that they were interested in the American Bar Association and what it is doing, and it 
is fitting that we should, because the American Bar Association is going forward in their 
new home. It is a new program; all the things that they are undertaking. And by getting 
this hundred thousand or more memberships, which they will have when they get these 
new members, they will speak up now pretty much as an organization representing a 
majority of the lawyers of the United States, and that’s something we did not have here- 
tofore. Thank you very much for your attention. (Applause) 

PRESIDENT CHALFANT: Thank you, Mr. Steerman. The next matter on our program 
is the report of the Committee on Legal Education and Admissions—Dean Fred J. 
Moreau, Lawrence. Dean Moreau. 


LEGAL EDUCATION AND ADMISSIONS 


DEAN FRED J. MOREAU: Again it is my pleasure to report to the Association on the 
committee that I have been working on for almost a quarter of a century. Now, the 
committee met in Wichita in October with only three members present: Mr. Snyder 
of Kansas City, Mr. Mills of Topeka, and myself. Some of our members were detained 
on other affairs—my colleague, Mr. Jackson, was involved with homecoming at Wash- 
burn. And so, we visited as best we could. 


Now, naturally the committee took note again of what had been done in the way of 
bringing up the Seven Year Plan and putting it in operation. Last night our good secre- 
tary here, John Shuart, told me that he takes a lot of pride in going around the country 
at Association meetings and being able to say that our state is one of the few states that 
now has the top level requirements for admission to the Bar. New Mexico just came in 
as the fourth state along with Delaware, Pennsylvania, and Kansas on that basis. Now, 
that’s all well and good. It gives us a lot of opportunities to do things we didn’t other- 
wise do. There are a lot of things to be done in pre-legal education and of course with 
four years we can do a lot that we couldn't do before. 


Just recently a lawyer wrote me and said, why don’t you put in a course in Legal 
Medicine in your school. Well, that would be wonderful. Of course we all realize how 
important it is to know something about anatomy and the different functions and opera- 
tion of the body when there is so much personal injury litigation and claims under 
workmen's compensation. And that is a good reason why, if it couldn't be studied in 
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college before coming into law school and for the few people who were unable to obtain 
this advice in college, they could very well profit from some kind of course in Legal 
Medicine in the law school if we had the time. But we are all pressed for time. But at 
any rate, now that it is done we can’t say, well now there is nothing left to be done. 
What are we going to do? What is the next step? Now, that, it seems to me, is the 
problem. We have been talking about this Seven Year Program for many years and 
it is in operation now. We all co-operated, the courts co-operated, but what next? Well, 
it seems to me the objective was brought out in Wichita. Of course our friend, Judge 
Fisher of Fort Scott, is a great advocate of the proposition that the young lawyer should 
have some kind of an opportunity to serve in an apprenticeship or give him a chance to 
work on the real thing. We can all give lectures, but no matter by whom they are given 
they are still lectures. It would be giving him an opportunity to do something on a 
real case. Some people have that opportunity; a few lawyers do that in Lawrence, more 
lawyers do it in Topeka for'the Washburn people. But we do not have any systemized 
method of giving him that opportunity. 

Of course there were great lawyers before there were law schools; we must all rec- 
ognize that. But the Charlie Hunts and the Earl Evanses are passing off the scene and 
there are no replacements. Your lawyers are coming from the law schools everywhere. 


Last April 14 the Chief Justice of the United States spoke at the University of Illinois 
on the occasion of the dedication of the new law building there. The ‘Chief Justice ob- 
served that today the training of the lawyer is almost exclusively in the hands of the law 
professors. Most of them have practiced some; some of them not so much. And then of 
course he said—he didn’t think it was so terrible, in fact, he thought it was a great thing— 
but it put a great responsibility on the law schools, which we have recognized. He re- 
ferred to the late Justice Jackson, who was one of the few men in recent years to get on 
the Supreme Court Bench of the United States having had his training in a law office. 
I thought these comments by the late Justice Jackson on his own legal training were so 
clever, so appropriate in one of his speeches which he gave not so long ago at the Uni- 
versity of Stanford for the dedication of the new law building at Stanford on the subject 
of “Training the Trial Lawyer.” (See 349 U. S. XXX and 3 Stanford Law Review 48.) 
And about his education he had this to say: 


“Considerations'of an autobiographical nature would make it immodest for me 
to suggest what a law school should teach and how best to teach it. I am a vestigial 
remnant of the system which permitted one to come to the bar by way of appren- 
ticeship in a law office. Except for one term at law school, I availed myself of that 
method of ‘preparation which already was causing uneasiness—to which feeling I 
must have added, for the system was almost immediately abolished. You may be 
comforted to realize that I am the last relic of that method likely to find a‘niche 
on the Supreme Court.” 


Facing the fact, but of course the problem remains, that we train people to practice 
the law. ‘Even though Dean Jackson shares my view on this, we have argued about it a 
great deal. And it would be well if the lawyer could find some real part in the process. 
Now, what should be that part? It has been studied in'many eastern schools. I know 
my friend, Dean Smith of Columbia University, sought the answer and he came up with 
this idea: that it would'be wonderful if a lawyer would take a student or two when he 
has a case into his office and let him go along on every phase of the case. So then he 
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could work on a real bread and butter case. That’s one method. The other way is to 
have offices open for apprenticeships of varying lengths of time. And I think it was 
the consensus of Mr. Snyder, Mr. Mills, and myself, and'my talks with Mr. Jackson, that 
we must seek new worlds to conquer in legal education—and that goes a long way. 


We adopted just a few minutes ago the recommendations of the Legal Ethics Com- 
mittee to teach ethics as we did sometime ago, and we abolished it. We tried to do as 
much as we possibly could. Now, in recent years there has developed the so-called Law 
Center. Now, a Law Center has to have certain objectives. When President Chalfant read 
his objectives for a foundation in Kansas, one of'the objectives might be a Law Center 
such as you have in New York built under the direction of the Chief Justice of New 
Jersey, Arthur Vanderbilt; and another was built at Southern Methodist University under 
the direction of the President of the American Bar Association; and also Law Centers 
in Illinois and Austin, Texas, where four and a half million dollars was donated. What 
do these Law Centers do? The objectives of a Law Center have been said to be: 


(1) To equip students to deal completely, in accordance with the traditions of a great 
profession, with facts and applicable law in offices and court room; 

(2) To aid the practicing lawyer by taking cognizance of current developments in 
law, and holding conferences at which groups of distinguished experts give their 
views to lawyers and others; 

(3) To publish writings supplying a need for practitioners; 

(4) A vital force in the administration of justice; 

(5) To modernize the law. 


These are all great objectives and most good law schools do that. If I may be pardoned 
for saying this—our law school was asked to give a report at the American Bar Associa- 
tion last October and I am very happy to say that the report was most satisfactory. Of 
course we had worked very hard and it was comforting to know that the American Bar 
thinks very favorably of what we do or try to do. We could take our law school sign 
down and put up a “Law Center” plaque, which would probably satisfy these require- 
ments, but at the same time something is necessary for this “bridging of the gap,” smooth- 
ing the transfer from law school to the practice in which you people can help a lot. 


Of course Judge Fisher, as I say, has been favoring apprenticeships. I don’t know 
whether we could really make that a requirement, but if it is going to be done it will 
have to be implemented largely through the co-operation of the lawyers. 


Those are the thoughts of this committee. And I want to say just one thing more, 
having had all this discussion about the proposed foundation. I think the committee on 
legal education should adopt that as one of their recommendations, because a great deal 
can be done with this foundation—to'reach these objectives, of “bridging the gap”—a 
place where people can meet. In fact, do you men realize how little we spend on legal 
education as compared to medical education? Do you really believe that the law is 
the greatest force for social control? Do you really believe that law is more important 
than medicine? Do you realize that we would kill every man that medicine can save in 
the interests of law and order? Do you really believe that? In fact, I think the public 
interest is so great that I'don’t see any reason why the people shouldn’t build a founda- 
tion for the law in this state with public money. Why not? If we really believe in what 
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we are doing, that it is the'greatest thing in the world. How few people have learned 
to govern themselves, and how badly the world needs government and teaching in the 
art. There is no limit to what we should spend. We should spend a lot more on law than 
we do on our sciences. And so, I certainly strongly favor this law foundation, a center 
where lawyers and law students, anyone interested in law and order, can gather and 
associate. 

Now, there is certainly evidence and I want to mention this. I feel quite a grief myself 
that our boys in military service—captains, first lieutenants and lieutenants who are doing 
legal work in the army and getting $100 less a month than the medic people. Do you 
believe in that? Don’t you think what we do is just as important, if not more important? 
Yet we accept that. It is amazing to me that lawyers'accept that as routine. I think I 
would like to take it up with the general brethren. How do they get that way—that what 
they do is so much more important than what we do? Do you agree with that? 


Well, of course we try to do a lot of practical things in law school. Just the other day 
we had William Beall of this Association give a lecture on “Office Practice” to the stu- 
dents. This was of great benefit to us, but I do believe, Mr. President, that we have a 
long ways to go in this process of legal education. A few years ago we wrote to the 
lawyers about opening their offices for apprenticeships. I think the response was almost 
unanimous. Mr. Williamson of this city took one or two students with him ona case. 
It was a great thing but for some reason or other our faculties didn’t see how students 
could be excused for two or three or four weeks at a time. We'do have a plan whereby 
our students go into law offices during vacations. But we have quite a ways to go to 
really “bridge this gap” and make us one.

LEGAL INSTITUTES 


Mr. SAM MELLINGER: Mr. President, Ladies and Gentlemen of the Kansas Bar Asso- 
ciation: At the outset I would like to say briefly that my committee had a very pleasant 
and enjoyable year. We had a lot of co-operation from the members of the Bar upon 
whom we called. I would particularly like to recognize the fine assistance that we re- 
ceived from our Executive Secretary, John Shuart; he made our task much easier and I 
hope more successful /than it otherwise would have been. I would like to express the 
appreciation of our committee to Claude Depew and Bill Beall and Carroll Hughes for 
the tremendous job that they did for us in presenting the two legal institutes that I am 
going to tell you about briefly at this time. 

A meeting of the committee was held at Wichita on October 21, 1955, in'connection d 
with the mid-year meeting of the Bar Association of the State of Kansas. It was the de- 
cision of the committee that the encouragement of legal institutes by the State Bar 'As- 
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sociation should be continued and intensified as a means of promoting a continuing 
program of legal education for the attorneys of Kansas. The following program was 
recommended for the accomplishment of this purpose: 


Qualified speakers should be made available for the following professional programs: 


1. Meetings of local bar associations. 

2. Meetings of the regional bar associations. 

3. Legal institutes sponsored by local bar groups. 

4. Legal institutes promoted and undertaken by the Bar Association of Kansas, with 


the co-operation of the local bar groups located in the city at which the legal institute 
was to be held. 


It was recognized by the committee that each of the above functions has previously 
been carried out by the State Bar Association, with the possible exception of the con- 
ducting of legal institutes directly promoted and sponsored by the Bar Association of 
Kansas. 


The committee determined that the Bar Association of Kansas should undertake the 
direct sponsorship of two legal institutes to be conducted at two separate locations during 
the year. The subject matter to be treated by these institutes shall be the same at both 
of them. They should be held at locations that would be’ most convenient to the mem- 
bers of the Association. It was determined that these institutes should last one day, and 
that a charge should be' made for attendance sufficient only to defray the expenses. 


Following the adoption of this program, the committee determined that legal insti- 
tutes should be held in Topeka and Great Bend during the month of March.: The follow- 
ing topics were selected for the legal institutes: 


1. The setting and charging of attorney fees, 

2. Office management in both the small and large law office, and 

3. Personal income tax problems of the attorney. 

The committee then selected the following qualified members of the Bar Association 
of Kansas to prepare and present the selected topics at the two legal institutes: 


“Law Office Management and Fees in the Large Office,” by Claude Depew of Wichita; 


“Law Office Management and Fees in the Small Office,” by William Beall of Clay 
Center; and 


“Personal Tax Problems of the Attorney,” by C. W. Hughes of Dodge City. 


The first legal institute was held at Topeka on March 7. An enthusiastic, appreciative, 
but not too large group of attorneys were in'‘attendance at the meeting. It should perhaps 
be noted that the weather was not particularly conducive to travel on the evening of 
March 6 and early morning of March 7. The committee feels very definitely that this 
factor prevented numerous attorneys from attending. 


On the evening of March 7, the institute group drove to Great Bend. The program 
‘was again presented at Great Bend on March 8. The group of attorneys in attendance 
at this meeting was considerably‘ larger than was the group in attendance in Topeka. It 
is also believed that many more communities were represented at the Great Bend meeting 
than was true in Topeka. 
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During the past year the committee has also assisted in obtaining speakers for the 
Central Kansas Bar Association’s annual meeting as well as several institute programs 
presented by local bar groups. 

Your committee is greatly encouraged by the enthusiastic response of the members 
of the Bar Association to the two legal institutes conducted this year. Many members 
of the Association have urged a continuation of this program. It is the thought and hope 
of your committee that the legal institutes programs conducted and presented directly 
by the Bar Association of Kansas will serve as a guide and stimulant for the conducting 
and presenting of legal institute programs by local bar groups. 


Your committee recommends a continuation of legal institute programs sponsored 
directly by the Bar Association of Kansas, and wishes to encourage participation in these 
legal institutes by all the members of our Association; and further wishes to encourage 
local bar groups throughout Kansas to undertake such programs in their communities.

MEMORIALS 


JupGE RoBert GARVIN: This report is going to be brief; I wish I might make it 
much more brief. Last year we had forty-one reported deaths; this year we have only 
thirty-three. We have gathered our information from letters lawyers have written 
me and the members of our committee and newspaper clippings of obituaries. Among 
them was one that I sent out to a lawyer in the town where the attorney was supposed 
to have died with the request he fill out a questionnaire on him and he did so. He gave 
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his name, when he died, and then under remarks he added this: “this gentleman never 
was admitted to the Bar, altough he assumed to practice law for eighteen years in his 
own Probate Court. . .” 

So far as the Memorial Committee has been able to ascertain, there were 32 lawyers 


who died during the period of May 19, 1955, to May 9, 1956. We have obtained reports 
on each of the deceased lawyers, then placed them in a loose-leaf binder in alphabetical 


order. 

One of the members of our Memorial Committee, Mr. T. F. Railsback, of Kansas City, 
Kansas, died during the year; and Mr. Thos. M. Van Cleave, of 604 Commercial National 
Bank Bldg., Kansas City, Kansas, was appointed to fill the vacancy on the Memorial 
Committee. 

We appreciate the assistance given us by our Secretary, Mr. John Shuart, in reporting 
the deaths of lawyers; also our committee members appreciate the help they have re- 
ceived from the Disrict Judges and lawyers who have helped in obtaining reports of our 
deceased members of the Kansas Bar Association.

PROFESSIONAL ETHICS 


Mr. J. G. Somers: Gentlemen: Were it not for the fact that this report contains a 
recommendation, I would file it without reading it. However, as it does have a recom- 


mendation, I should read the whole thing. 


As usual, the work of this Committee has been handled largely by correspondence; 
and due to the widely separated offices of the members of the Committee and consequent 
expense and time involved, no meetings have been held since the meeting in Wichita 
last fall, and then a quorum was not present. 

The Committee has been unofficially informed that three proceedings for disbarment 
have been referred to the State Board of Bar Examiners, all of which cases originated 
in a local bar association. 

Numerous complaints have been filed with the Committee, most of them trivial. Bug, 
where any breach of professional ethics seemed to be involved, each was investigated. 


There are but four cases pending before the Committee at the present time, which are 
being investigated. Most complaints arise from lawyers’ not answering their mail. 
Lawyers do answer this Committee’s letters, promptly, usually by long distance; and the 
matter is adjusted, not always, it must be admitted, to the satisfaction of the complainant 
for the reason we ate just as interested in protecting members of the bar from unjust 
accusations as we are in punishing breaches of ethics, and some members of the laity do 
not always understand that. 


The Committee desires to call attention to the fact that the American Bar Association 
has amended Canon 46, to read: 


“NOTICE TO LOCAL LAWYERS 


“A lawyer available to act as an associate of other lawyers in a particular branch 
of the law or legal service may send to local lawyers only and publish in his local 
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journal, a brief and dignified announcement of his availability to serve other lawyers 
in connection therewith. The announcement should be in a form which does not 
constitute a statement or representation of special experience or expertness.” 

In view of the fact that the Canons of Legal Ethics for the State of Kansas are identical 
with those of the American Bar Association, your Committee recommends the adoption 
of Canon 46, as amended.

PRESIDENT CHALFANT: Our meeting will come to order please. The first item this 
morning is the report of the Committee on Prospective Legislation, Edward M. Bodding- 
ton, Sr., of Kansas City, chairman. 


PROSPECTIVE LEGISLATION 


Mr. EDWARD M. BoDDINGTON: President Chalfant, Members of the Bar: 

Your Committee on Prospective Legislation had no suggestions for the mid-year ses- 
sion at Wichita, Kansas. The 1956 restricted legislative session afforded no opportunity 
for legislative improvement in Civil Procedure and to date this Staff Committee, which 
is primarily concerned with the presentation of this Association’s approved measures to 
the Legislature, has had no immediate recommendations or proposals from the other 
twenty-four Committees of this Association. 


Looking forward, however, to the 1957 general session of the Kansas Legislature, we 
expect to receive, by virtue of the activity of the Improvement of Laws and Procedures 
Committee and the approval of the membership, several proposals or recommended 
changes to our present statutes. Possibly other recommendations will come from some 
of the other Committees. It will assist materially in our approach to the Legislature if 
each of the local associations adopt resolutions favoring these suggested changes and see 
that their Legislators are made aware of the position they have taken. Association mem- 
bers will have to see that this is done and they should also encourage the public in their 
locality to voice their approval of the recommendations. Needless to say, the individual 
member should be ready and prepared to state why the recommended change is needed. 
In short, “grass-roots” support is desired by your Committee. 
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Your Prospective Legislation Committee also recommends that this Bar Association 
go on record affirmatively to bring about some long overdue and necessary changes, 
to-wit: 

. Laws relating to the selection and tenure of judges similar to the plan of the 
American Bar Association. 
. Commission to revise the Code of Civil Procedure. 


. Immediate amendments to existing laws or the passage of new laws granting to 
litigants the right to take depositions, obtain interrogatories, obtain medical and 
hospital records where same are germaine to pending litigation. 

. That all the members of this Bar Association, regardless of non-official or of- 
ficial capacities, pledge their best thought and effort to bring about needed re- 
forms in our Civil Procedure.

We 
will now have the report of the Committee on Public Relations, Hon. Clark A. Wallace, 
Kingman, chairman. 


PUBLIC RELATIONS 


HON. CLARK A. WALLACE: Mr. President, Members of the Bar: Since we have a rather 
full schedule this morning and there are a few additions to this report, I will try and 
synopsize it as much as possible in order to consume as little time as possible. Your Com- 
mittee on Public Relations is still of the opinion that better public relations of the legal 
profession must start with the individual lawyer and be first organized in the local Bar 
association. It has long been our position that the key to better public relations is with 
the local Bar associations, in activating and integrating the local Bar associations, into our 
state program. This has been, and will continue to be, one of our prime problems. In this 
fespect, we have made considerable progress this year through the activities of Charlie 
Jones of Wichita and his Local Bar Association Committee. He has succeeded in or- 
ganizing a number of new local Bar associations, and has created considerable interest in 
the public relations work and also in the other programs of this Association, and I want 
to take this opportunity to pay tribute to Charlie and his committee at this time. 


In order to try and bring to you some of the principal points which we are seeking to 
put over, I would just like to read from our report a brief sketch from the California Bar 
—which states the problems of public relations in Kansas as well or better than I could 
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state it. After detailing their public relations problems in California, they say, in all of 
the foregoing you can see that the one outstanding fact: law is practiced locally, news- 
papers are edited, printed and read locally, and their contributions are all local, and what- 
ever state-wide effort can be done can nowhere match the force of a local Bar program 
of public information. The most that a state Bar can do is to hand the tools to the local 
men and women on the spot. They can go to local groups and schools and tell the story 
convincingly. On the local rostrum and across the local lawyer's desk, the story of the law, 
our courts, our Bar and the work of the individual practitioner can best be told. We have 
tested our tools, we are confident of them, but only through the local men and women 
can we tell the story to the local people. 

Now, gentlemen, that is just exactly the situation in Kansas. We think we have tested 
our tools; we think we know that we have a program that is accepted generally nation- 
wide. But to make that effective, we can only do so through the local Bar associations and 
that our principal concern at this time is in activating and integrating all local Bar asso- 
ciations of this state into the state program. And when you go to your homes after this 
convention is over, I hope that each and every one of you will take it up with the officers 
and members of your local Bar associations and try to make this program effective. You 
may supplement it with any local programs you desire, but only through you, the local 
Bar associations, may we execute the program of the state association. Along that line we 
would like to recommend and see initiated a public relations conference. This has been 
tried out in Texas and in Illinois. The President of the Texas state Bar, concerning a public 
relations conference held in Austin in April of this year, said: 


“The most thought-provoking meeting of its kind I have ever attended was the 
State Bar's Public Relations Conference in Austin last month. The conference was 
an outstanding success, not only in the caliber of speakers, who represented all public 
information media, but also in the suggestions, observations, and criticism of those 
experts. 

“But measured by the attendance of representatives of our profession, the meeting 
left a lot to be desired. I think this is significant of the problem itself. Even our own 
members and their local associations may take too lightly this matter of public re- 
lations.” 

So we strongly recommend that this Association commence holding an annual public re- 
lations conference to which all of the local Bar associations will send representatives, to 
become better acquainted with our public relations problems, and then carry that in- 
formation back to your local associations for activity thereon. 


Now, we think we have, as I told you, a well rounded out program and the Bar Asso- 
ciation of the State of Kansas won the 1955 award of the Public Relations Association of 
Kansas for its public relations program in competition with all other non-profit organi- 
zations in the state. We have recently published a new pamphlet entitled “What Your 
Family Lawyer Can Do For You.” We think you will find this pamphlet very beneficial 
and we trust that you make distribution of that pamphlet to your clients and to the public 
generally. We also have in the process of composition a pamphlet entitled “Adoptions in 
Kansas.” We think this will be of considerable public interest, especially since there was 
some furor over the state last year concerning the matter of adoptions and rackets in con- 
nection therewith. This year the public relations committee has spent the sum of 
$2,359.00. Gentlemen, that is less than $2 per member, and all of our pamphlets are free 
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to all of our membership and to the local Bar associations, whereas many associations 
make charges for those pamphlets. So, we think that the expenditure of your funds has 
been very nominal during the past year. 


As usual, we are stressing our Six Point Program. The first three points: Less Legal 
Delays, Public Formalities, and Improvement of Laws and Procedures, are strictly for the 
internal improvement of the Bar. And after we have made progress upon improving our 
own situation, we feel that we are then entitled to go before the public and disseminate 
information to the public, from which we will reap the reward for our own internal im- 
provement, such as public information through pamphlets, newspaper articles, radio 
broadcasts, television programs, speakers bureaus, and through school programs. We think 
we cannot recommend too highly in your local associations the adoption of some sort of 
school program. If you don’t go along with us strictly following the school program 
pamphlets, adopt school programs of your own. You will find much interest among the 
high school and junior college students throughout the state. 


Now, we have another matter that I wish to present to you and I realize that there may 
be some controversy about it, but we have given the matter much thought, we are satisfied 
with our position, and I hope that the Association can go along with us on that program. 
Largely through the efforts of John Shuart, our Executive Secretary, and Dean Burton W. 
Marvin of the William Allen White School of Journalism, a plan has been worked out 
for making of an annual Bar-Press award of $250.00. The award will go to some jour- 
nalist of the state for the most constructive contribution to the science of jurisprudence 
and the administration of justice. Recognition will also be given to the newspaper in 
which the article appears. The first of these awards is expected to be made at the mid-year 
meeting of 1956. For several years this committee has been seeking to improve the Bar's 
relations with the press, particularly, newspapers in the medium and smaller fields. As 
before indicated, this must be accomplished largely through individual lawyers and local 
Bar associations. We urge local Bar associations to use paid advertising of a constructive, 
institutional nature. Co-operation with the newspapers will result in much wider use of 
educational and informative articles inspired by your Bar association. “Bar Briefs” and 
“You and the Law” are very helpful to the lawyers, and by creating better relations with 
the press we will succeed in obtaining a wider dissemination of these articles upon legal 
subjects. 

In California, during the past year they have had over three hundred newspapers of 
that state co-operating in the Bar program of printing these “Bar Briefs” and “You and 
the Law” and other similar series. 


In line with our revised thinking toward better relations with the press, we feel that 
lawyers, judges, and Bar associations should reconsider their attitude as to Canon 35 of 
the American Bar Association, and our own Bar association’s Rule 27, relative to court 
room photography and radio broadcasts. The recent decision of the Colorado Supreme 
Court, after a six day demonstration and hearing, has in effect held that such rules are 
violative of the 1st and 14th amendments to the federal Constitution. The force and 
effect of Canon 35 is now greatly relaxed in Colorado. Irrespective of the matter of better 
public relations, we believe that the rule of judicial discretion is to be preferred over one 
of absolute prohibition. Furthermore, we believe and in our opinion, lawyers and judges 
should be among the first to concede the rights guaranteed under our Constitution. 
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As said in the Colorado Supreme Court decision, Canon 35 and our own Rule 27 as- 
sume that all court room photography, radio broadcasts, television telecasts, are disruptive 
to court proceedings. After a six day hearing in Colorado, the referee found—and the 
Colorado Supreme Court adopted his findings—that court proteedings could be carried on 
without any loss of dignity or prestige to the courts and they therefore set aside in Colo- 
rado the American Bar Association’s Canon 35, which had been previously adopted there. 
I might say that such a canon has not been adopted in Kansas, but has merely been fol- 
lowed by the individual members of the Bar by reason of the prestige of the American 
Bar Association. 

JupGE SoMERS: Judge Wallace, may I correct that statement. Canon 35 was adopted 
by the Kansas State Bar Association several years ago. I do not have the exact date, but 
it has been more than that. Canon 35 is a part of the Code of Ethics of the Kansas State 
Bar Association. I speak as chairman of that committee, so I know. 


JupcE WALLACE: I was referring to the adoption of Canon 35 by the Supreme Court. 
I took it up with Justice Price and Justice Price advised me that the canon had never re- 
ceived any action by the Supreme Court of Kansas. While in Colorado, it had been adopted 
by the Supreme Court of Colorado as a part of their judicial ethics. So Canon 35, with 
your suggestion, Judge Somers, would, I presume stand in the same relationship as our 
own Rule 27 which we adopted as part of the uniform rules. But we think that before 
lawyers or judges should take an arbitrary stand against it or in favor of this canon and 
this rule, that it would be well to advise themselves relative to the constitutional effect 
of such a rule. And we merely advocate the reconsideration of that rule—not today— 
but as you may think the matter over. 


Now, we have no chestnuts to pull out of the fire for and on behalf of the newspapers 
of Kansas, but we are very much interested in our newspaper relations. We are very 
much interested in lawyers and judges giving thought to our own constitutional pro- 
visions relative to individual rights. I know that the newspapers of Kansas are vitally 
interested in this proposition and we ate pleased to have them come this morning and 
very briefly present their side of the question. So at this time I would like to introduce 
to you Mr. Jim Cornish of the Pratt Daily Tribune, representing the Kansas Press Asso- 
ciation, who would like to give you the newspaper's view in a very few brief moments. 
Mr. Cornish. 


PHOTOGRAPHY IN COURTROOM 


Mr. Jim CORNISH: I think Judge Wallace informed you a little bit about the Colorado 
decision. I was particularly interested in that decision as it represents what happens when 
you open your court room to photography, to radio, and to television. The John Gilbert 
Graham trial, the sensational trial of the young man that had bombed an airplane in flight 
and killed forty some people and killed his mother to collect on her insurance, was tried 
with court room photography permitted. We have two displays that we would like to 
- show you—one of the newspaper coverage of that trial and the other of an experiment 
we conducted in Pratt last November in which Judge Wallace permitted, as an experi- 
ment, court room photography during a case in his District Court there in Pratt, to de- 
termine at that time whether court room photography actually did interfere with the 
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trial procedure. Would you bring those two displays forward for us. (‘Two displays were 
exhibited before the Association) 


I also want to say that the Kansas Press Association has printed up the entire Colorado 
decision, as we call it, of Justice Moore concerning the opening of the court rooms to press 
photography. I think that decision contains all of the arguments marshalled for and 
against court room photography, and I believe Justice Moore presents his viewpoint— 
and probably our viewpoint—nwuch better than I could express it, and so I don’t want to 
take any of your time this morning in going into it. We ate going to hand these copies 
out to you and we would like to have you take one home with you, and when you do 
get a little time I would like to have you read it through. We have plenty of copies; we 
are going to leave some at the door for latecomers. If you want some for your friends at 
home in the Bar who maybe aren’t here today, I would like for you to take some along 
with you to them. I think it explains all the arguments that need to be explained 
about it. 


I would like to touch briefly concerning one thing about this Graham trial, how it was 
covered. Only one picture was shot at a time by the four men situated in the court room. 
Those four men were the pool of photographers that covered the Graham trial. They did 
not leave their seats except during recess. They rotated from chair to chair to get their 
four angles and they shot their pictures from those chairs. There were only four pho- 
tographers permitted. That included all the press services—Life Magazine had a pho- 
tographer there and the two Denver papers. Now, in pooling newspaper coverage in 
photography, that means that those photographers made their pictures available to all 
newspapers that wanted them. Obviously, to conduct court room photography, arrange- 
ments need to be worked out. They have been worked out in Colorado. 


Now, photography has even advanced to the point where you can take pictures without 
flash bulbs and these photographers shot all the pictures they wanted. 


The pictures you see here in these two displays were shot by photographers in those 
four chairs; they didn’t get up; they didn’t make any commotion; they didn’t leave the 
court room except during recess. And they could take their pictures very well in normal 
light, and that is due to the faster film that has now been developed and it is a fast film 
that people use to get away from the flash type bulbs. 


There are two restrictions in the Colorado decision. One was that the judge had control 
of his own court room and could ban photographers if he wanted to. He could permit 
them to come in the court room, but if he thought the thing was getting out of hand he 
could—that is one of the ground rules—put them out of the court room. That is one 
restriction. The second restriction was that no witness can be photographed on the stand 
against his will. If they expressly said they didn’t want their pictures made, then no 
picture would be made. Now, I think all lawyers are a little afraid of any more pressure 
being put on witnesses—or should I say prospective witnesses. It is hard to get witnesses 
to go into court, and we in the newspaper business know a little about that, because a 
lot of people don’t want to be quoted in the paper—they will be quoted if we don’t use 
their name. So we are somewhat in the same boat on that. But that provision is in there 
to protect the witness. I would like to call your attention to the Graham trial. There was 
No witness in the entire case that objected to having his picture made. I also under- 
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stand the editors of these two newspapers reported that the judge who presided at the 
trial was very well satisfied with the picture arrangements. I would also like to point 
out they built a little TV booth in the back of the court room; it was practically hidden. 
They were set up there to take pictures on film for TV; in other words, it wasn’t live. 
They used one camera and gave it to all TV stations. In other words, all the news media 
got together and agreed to pool their resources if they went into the court room trial. 
There would be a lot of confusion if you would just open a court room to court room 
photography, and you can imagine a lot of things that might happen, but a responsible 
press, working with the legal profession, can go into the court room and I think do a 
very good job of it, and I think this was proved in Colorado. 


I would like to close by reading one paragraph from the Colorado decision by Justice 
Moore. He said: 


“There is no field of governmental activity concerning which the people are as 
poorly informed as the field occupied by the judiciary. It is highly inconsistent to 
maintain and ignore the rank and file of the voters and then to close the windows 
of observation through which they might observe and limit it generally only to the 
people pursuing idle curiosity and have time to visit court rooms in person. What 
harm could result from proper retaining upon film for showing on the screen to 
the business, professional and rural leadership of a community, as well as to the 
average citizen regularly employed, the true picture of the administration of justice? 
Has anyone been heard to complain that the employment of photography, radio and 
television upon the solemn occasion of the last presidential inauguration or the 
Coronation of Queen Elizabeth, the 2nd, was to satisfy an idle curiosity? Do we 


hear complaint that the employment of these modern devises and transmission from 
the pulpits of our great churches destroy the dignity of the services in that they de- 
pees i the pulpits or create this misconception in the minds of the public? The an- 
swers are obvious. That which is carried out with dignity will not become undigni- 
fied because more people may be permitted to see and hear.” 


Thank you. 


Mr. DouGLas Hupson: I would like to ask you: a gentleman I know, who is one 
of the critics of court room photography, has suggested that it throws the judge off bal- 
ance and brings out hamming. I wonder if you noticed that in any of your pictures at 
Pratt, Kansas? I would like to inquire, what types of trials do you propose to photograph 
—civil or all types of trials? 

Mr. CORNISH: You must remember that the news media aren’t going to be concerned 
with every trial you have, and only certain cases will they be particularly concerned with. 
And at this particular point, I would like to have all you remember it, that it is left to 
the judge at his discretion. If he thinks that some type of trial shouldn’t be opened, why 
it is his choice. I mean there might be some things, like the Mickey Jelke case that they 
had in New York a year or so ago, which you might say they shouldn’t have opened 
to television. 

Mr. SHUART: The Colcrado decision, basically, I think, is this: the judge may permit, 
if he cares to, these photographs. However, it is then up to the witness; the witness may 
Object as to either being photograped or not. Now, do you feel that that is a satisfactory 
position as far as you are concerned or do you want to go one step further perhaps, that 
the witness have no control over it whatsoever? In other words, as it stands now, the 
judge may permit the picture. However, if the witness doesn’t want his picture taken, 
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he says “no,” and then it can’t be taken. Now, is that satisfactory or do you want to go 
one step further? 

Mr. CoRNISH: That is satisfactory to us because of this one reason: if the judge opens 
his court room to photography there won't be any question about it; no witness is going 
to object and we are pretty sure of that. So we are not too concerned with that. We think 
that is needed not only for their protection but for lawyers to feel that the witness is 
protected—in some isolated instance. Maybe he shouldn’t have that protection, but any- 
way we are not concerned about it because we don’t think there would be very much 
objection to it. 

FROM THE FLoor: Are you going to ask a witness in front of the jury or are you 
going to get his preference in advance? 


Mr. CORNISH: Get it in advance, get the witness in advance to sign a slip that he 
didn’t want his picture made, and the press coverage would honor that signature. 


MR. Ep BODDINGTON: Mr. Cornish, if you are going this far, why couldn’t the litigants 
have a couple of motion picture machines and take movies of all the witnesses of their 
physiognomies in the court room, so the Supreme Court might determine whether a fellow 
is telling the truth or not? Why couldnt we be in the same position as you boys of the 
press—if you go that far with the Court’s discretion? 


Mr. CORNISH: I don’t quite understand your question. 


MR. BODDINGTON: I mean that you take pictures that you see fit to take. Why not let 
the litigants take pictures they see fit to take, take a moving picture machine and take 


pictures of witnesses for use of the higher courts so that they can determine from their 
physiognomies whether or not they are telling the truth. 


Mr. CORNISH: The thing you are seeking to control is kind of a vain pursuit. 

Mr. DouGLAs Hupson: I suggest that we don’t heckle our guest; Clark Wallace asked 
him to come. 

Mr. CorNISH: I don’t mind being heckled; because I have done some heckling in my 
time, too. 

MR. BODDINGTON: I assure you it wasn’t meant in that light. 

FROM THE FLooR: What about taking pictures of minors? Do they have a privilege? 


MR. CORNISH: Your question was, what about taking pictures of minors? Is is the 
same position, of what about using the names of minors. Most newspapers don’t. I would 
say the printing of pictures would follow the same line of thought. Though some news- 
papers now are saying, with juvenile delinquency being what it is, we are going to throw 
out that business of not running the name of a fifteen year old that runs wild in your 
town; we are going to down him. So it is up to the individual paper. I presume it would 
be on an individual basis and the whole thing could be worked out and agreed upon 
between the press, your Kansas press—which I think is a very responsible press—and 
your organization here and your judges. We could agree to the ground rules in advance 
and I am sure the paper would stay with it. 


JUDGE WALLACE: Mr. President, I would like at this time to move the adoption of 
the Public Relations report as a whole.

Mr. JAY W. SCOVEL: Mr. President, I want to know, does the adoption of this report 
include the adoption of this change in our code of ethics? 


PRESIDENT CHALFANT: No. 


Mr. SCOVEL: If the adoption includes a change in our code of ethics, I am opposed 
to the adoption of the report. 


PRESIDENT CHALFANT: I did not understand that there was anything in the report 
that contemplated a present change in our code of ethics. 


JUDGE WALLACE: That's right. 
Mr. SCOVEL: Well, if it is just a matter of thinking about it further, all right. But I 
am certainly opposed to making a show of court room proceedings. 


Mr. LAMB: I would like to ask a question. I assume that there are many lawyers in 
Colorado that belong to the American Bar Association. If they consent to the violation 
of the ethics of the American Bar Association, what situation are they in in regard to 
their membership in that association? In other words, ought you not to start at the top 
to get this change instead of coming down to the state level? 


PRESIDENT CHALFANT: Well, the American Bar Association, of course, is studying 
this situation; I know that. What effect it will have on the Colorado lawyers, I am not 
qualified to answer that. Perhaps our friend, Doug Hudson, a member of the House of 
Delegates a good many years, has an opinion on that. 


Mr. DouGLas Hupson: If my opinion is asked for, I would be happy to give it. 
(Laughter) The truth of the matter is that the American Bar has just completed a cam- 
paign to increase its membership by fifty thousand members, and I am quite sure that 
there are no members of the Colorado Bar who are members of the American Bar Asso- 
ciation who have consented to this change. 


Mr. RICHARD HICKEY: This stand that Mr. Lamb has taken, that action be taken at 
the top instead of at the bottom, I don’t agree with that. I am a member of Judge Wal- 
lace’s committee and I am probably prejudiced in my views on this matter, but I want 
you to understand that in our county a few years ago we had the complete opposite of 
this situation, where something had to be done from the bottom, where it got so bad 
it was meecssary to prepare a writ of mandamus on the clerk of the district court to 
allow the newspaper reporter to see the files. We didn’t have to file it for the reason 
we finally worked something out on the motion before it was scheduled to be filed. But 
the clerk of the district court, on order of a substantial number of our county bar, forbade 
the newspaper reporter access to the district court files because the lawyers objected 
to some story which had been written. Now, that is a situation that happened in our 
county and a situation that happened on the local level. There was some justification 
for this unusual attitude because the young newspaper reporter had made a sorry mess 
in his handling of the story; he embarrassed the litigants with the story. However, there 
was something on the other side, too, because he had asked the lawyers on both sides of 
the case what the case was about. They told him figuratively in so many exact words 
to go to a certain warm place somewhere south of here, which isn’t followed in judicial 
procedure. This young reporter did the best he could to decide what the case was about 
by reading the pleadings and he made a serious error which resulted in this situation. 
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And we had to attack this on the local bar level and we had a situation where he had to 
prepare a writ of mandamus to allow the newspaper reporter to see the public records 
of our county. 

PRESIDENT CHALFANT: Are there any questions as to the adoption of this report? 

FROM THE FLOor: Second the motion. 

PRESIDENT CHALFANT: Is there any further discussion on the adoption of the report? 
If there is no further discussion, all in favor signify by saying “aye.” Contrary “no.” 
Motion is carried.

Trust Bankers, Henry V. Gott of Wichita, chairman. (EpiTor’s NoTE: The following 
report was filed) : 


RELATIONS WITH TRUST BANKERS 


This special committee was first appointed in June, 1953, by L. J. Bond, then presi- 
dent of the Association. A number of controversies had arisen between members of the 
State Bar Association and the Trust Bankers Division of the State Bankers Association 
resulting in misunderstandings and a few complaints on behalf of both groups. During 
the next two years, several joint meetings were had between the members of this com- 
mittee and a similar committee appointed by the Trust Bankers Division of the State 
Bankers Association, which in 1954 resulted in the adoption by both state associations 
of the Statement of Principles, which had been formulated in September of 1941 by 
the National Conference Group organized by the American Bar and the American 
Bankers Associations. Later in 1941 both National Associations adopted such Statement 
of Principles. This Statement of Principles, which defined the functions of the members 
of each group, is set out in full at page 648 of the American Bar Association Reports 
for 1952. 


The “Statement” was adopted on the theory that attorneys and corporate fiduciaries 
have a common interest in serving the public, which is best promoted by building and 
maintaining friendly relations between the two groups and thereby avoiding contro- 
versies and misunderstandings. 


Apparently the adoption of this set of rules and principles has had a very salutary 
effect on our mutual relationships. Not a single complaint, misunderstanding or con- 
troversy came before this committee last year. The committee held one meeting this 
year. That was during the mid-year meeting of the Association at Wichita on October 
21. At that time, no complaints involving our relations with trust bankers had come 
to us and, after reviewing the committee's activities for the past two years, it was felt 
by all members present that if at the end of the year this committee had received no 
complaints it should be discontinued, and any possible complaints or controversies that 
might arise in the future should be turned over to one of the standing committees of 
the Association, preferably the Commitee on The Illegal Practice of the Law. No com- 
plaints or controversies have arisen since the October meeting. The chairman has con- 
tacted all members of the committee and it is the opinion of each of them that this 
committee should be discontinued. 


The members of this committee, however, would be remiss in their duty if they did 
not publicly express their genuine appreciation of the fine relationships now existing 
between the Trust Bankers of the state and the members of this Association. We further 
wish to thank the Trust Bankers of Kansas for the generous attitude expressed in their 
advertising programs toward members of the Bar and especially their efforts to acquaint 
the public with general problems affecting their estates and emphasizing the necessity 
of employing their own attorneys in all legal matters. 


In conclusion, it is the recommendation of the committee that it be discontinued, and 
that any controversies, misunderstandings or complaints which may arise in the future 
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between corporate fiduciaries and members of the Bar be referred to the Committee on 
The Illegal Practice of the Law.

PRESIDENT CHALFANT: The report of the Committee on Relations With the Medical 
Profession requires no action; it has been filed and will be published in the Bar Journal. 


RELATIONS WITH THE MEDICAL PROFESSION 


Your Committee submits the following report for the year 1955-1956. 


The Committee was called upon several times during the year in connection with its 
function as a liaison with various medical groups. One of which was for the circulation 
of information about the Medico-Legal symposium held at Omaha, Nebraska, on October 
16, 1955. This meeting was under the auspices of the American Medical Association. 
It was designed for practicing lawyers and doctors and was attended by a number of 
Kansas attorneys. 

The most recent function of the Committee was to arrange for speakers at seven 
meetings held throughout Kansas, under the leadership of the State Medical Society. 
These meetings were in the nature of instruction courses for medical assistants and tech- 
nicians. These meetings were held at Parsons, Wichita, Dodge City, Colby, Hays, Sa- 
lina and Lawrence. Since members of your Committee were not available at all of these 
places, your Chairman arranged for attendance in the respective cities, to appear on 
the program and talk on some of the legal aspects of medicine. 


Your Committee has been recently approached by the Kansas Medical Society on 
mental health. The latter group is interested in again attempting to obtain from the 
next session of legislature, a revision of the present laws relating to the commitment 
of mental patients. In your chairman’s view, consideration of this proposal may be 
outside the scope of your Committee’s work. In the past, however, predecessor Com- 
mittees have worked with corresponding Committees of Doctors in connection with 
proposed legislation of this type. 

It is your Committee's view that there are many areas of the Committee's interest 
affecting both the legal profession and the medical profession, and that continued co- 
operation between the two professions could be of continuing value.

We will now have the 
report of the Special Committee on Insurance, Mr. Otis Allen of Topeka. Mr. Allen. 


INSURANCE COMMITTEE REPORT (SPECIAL) 


Mr. Oris ALLEN: Mr. President, Gentlemen of the Bar Association: 
Your special committee appointed to investigate and consider proposals of various 
life insurance companies to insure the members of the association as a group, has met 
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on several different occasions and the members, both in committee meetings and in- 
dividually, have considered proposals from a number of insurance companies. 

At our last meeting held in Topeka, April 26, 1956, the members of the committee 
unanimously agreed to recommend to the association the acceptance of a plan proposed 
by the Kansas Association of Life Insurance Companies, to be administered by the Se- 
curity Benefit Association, and reinsured by the several Kansas companies. 

The plan provides for a term policy which requires an annual premium payment of 
$100.00. The amount of insurance varies with the age of the insured at the time the 
policy is issued. The amount of insurance remains the same as long as it is in force. The 
insurance expires at the age of 59, 64, or 70, according to the plan selected by the in- 
sured. The policy provides for double indemnity at the option of the insured, and for 
waiver of premium for total and permanent disability prior to age 56. The insurance 
companies offer to collect the premiums directly from the insured, or if the Bar Asso- 
ciation so elects, to collect them through the Bar Association. In the latter case, an 
allowance of 5% of the premiums paid would be kept by the Bar Association to defray 
the expense for keeping the records, collecting the premiums, and paying the losses. 
Losses would be paid by drafts drawn on the administering company. 

A member entering at age 20 holding a policy expiring at age 59 would be insured 
for $13,330.00 without double indemnity. If a member enters at age 58 he would be 
insured for $1,640.00 for one year during which time he could convert his policy to 
an ordinary life or endowment policy by paying the additional premium but without 
medical examination. Entering at age 40, a member would be insured for $7,460.00 
without double indemnity or $6,690.00 with double indemnity for accidental death. 


The plan provides that if 60% or more of the members who are not over the age of 
69, apply for policies within 90 days from the time the contract with the insurance com- 
panies comes effective, no medical examination will be required. New members of the 
Association may apply and be accepted without medical examination within six months 
from the time they are admitted to membership. After that time, they may be required 
to submit to a medical examination. The policy may be converted to a life or endow- 
ment plan of policy within five years prior to the expiration of the term of the in- 
surance policy without medical examinations. 


Your committee recommends that the premiums be paid directly to the administering 
company and all records be kept by it and that losses be paid by the administering com- 
pany directly to the beneficiary of the policy. Your committee also recommends that 
all dividends be paid to the individual members and not to the Bar Association. 


Your committee recommends that said plan be submitted to the members present 
at the annual meeting for acceptance, and if accepted, that the President be authorized 
to enter into a contract in behalf of the Association with the insurance companies for 
the purpose of presenting the plan to the individual members as set out in the proposal 
made by the Security Benefit Association.

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Mr. ALLEN: Now, that concludes the report. I want to make a motion with reference 
to this and leave out one matter in the report which I do not think is necessary for 
adoption by the Association at this time. It wasn’t the main purpose of the committee 
and therefore I don’t want to include the paragraph with reference to whether we are 
going to collect the premiums directly, but leave it to the insurance companies to make 
the collections and handle the work. It is merely an idea, that the Bar Association prob- 
ably wouldn't want to be in the insurance business and therefore wouldn’t want to keep 
the books in connection therewith, that it was better to leave that to the insurance com- 
panies. 

I want to put a motion and then I anticipate there may be questions asked and an- 
swered, and I anticipate that there may be some questions asked that I can’t answer. I 
have asked Mr. Jacoby, who is the actuary of the Security Benefit Life Insurance Com- 
pany, to be present and ask that he be accorded the right of the floor for the purpose 
of answering any questions that anybody may be called upon to ask. Therefore, I want 
to make the following motion: I move that the plan of insuring the members of the 
Bar Association by the Kansas Association of Life Insurance Companies under Plan No. 1 
be approved by the members and that the President of the Association be authorized 
and directed to enter into a contract on behalf of the Bar Association of the State of 
Kansas with the Security Benefit Life Insurance Company, in behalf of the Kansas Life 
Insurance Companies, for the purpose of insuring members of the Bar Association 
under Plan No. 1, as that outlined in the specific proposal of the recommendations just 
made. I would like to move the adoption of that report, but before it is put I would 


like to have the matter opened for discussion to anybody that has any questions to ask 
or if you have anything to say with reference to it. 


PRESIDENT CHALFANT: Are there any questions? 


Mr. GEORGE B. PowErs: President Chalfant, when we discussed this at the Council 
meeting the other day, we were all interested in knowing exactly how much one hun- 
dred dollars would buy at different ages. I think maybe the members here would kind 
of like to know what that is so they will know what you are talking about. 


PRESIDENT CHALFANT: Could you answer that, Mr. Allen? 


Mr. ALLEN: You mean a thirty year term policy? There are three different proposals 
here which are optional, as I stated in the report. The term ending at age 59 has been 
mentioned and that policy insures at age 59 no matter what age he is at the time he is 
insured, and there is a term sixty-four or term seventy. Now, of course the most insur- 
ance that is payable is under the first proposal because it doesn’t have as long to run and 
the premiums would not be as much. As I gave in the report, a term policy expiring 
at age 59, and taken out at the age of 20—of course there wouldn’t be many of those— 
would be $13,330.00 without double indemnity or with double indemnity he would 
be insured for $11,430.00. At age 25, which probably would cover a much larger group, 
without double indemnity he would receive insurance of $11,720.00 or with double in- 
demnity he would receive $10,220.00. This double indemnity means that he would be 
paid double in case of accidental death. So, it makes it sort of an accident policy. This 
policy would expire then at age 59 and the amount that would be payable the last year 
without double indemnity would be $4,400.00 or with double indemnity would be

$4,040.00. Then entering at age 40 the amount of insurance would be $7,460.00 with- 
out double indemnity or with double indemnity he would receive $6,690.00. And in 
each, of course, the amount would be less where he has double indemnity. 


Now, I might give you some examples of where the term runs to age 70. A man 
entering at age 20 and taking a policy expiring at age 70 would receive $9,910.00 with- 
out double indemnity or $8,820.00 with double indemnity. At age 40 he would receive 
$5,180.00 without double indemnity and $4,800.00 with double indemnity and that 
policy would expire at age 70. But the double indemnity expires in all cases at age 
fifty-five; there is no double indemnity after that date or that age. 


Mr. ROBERT JACOBY: The double indemnity expires at age sixty-five. 
Mr. ALLEN: Well, with double indemnity it expires at fifty-five, isn’t that right? 
Mr. JAcoBy: If the policy is issued with double indemnity, then the double indemnity 


feature would expire at age sixty-five. Now, the waiver of premiums disability pro- 
vision will be included automatically in all policies at age fifty-five or less. 


Mr. ScOvEL: Is there any provision in this policy that it could be converted to a 
regular term policy or a regular ordinary life policy or something like that before the 
expiration of the term? Would you explain that. For instance, here is a policy that is 
bought and that policy expires at age fifty-nine. Now, can’t he before that time convert 
it to ordinary life or some other type of insurance? 


Mr. ALLEN: Yes. He could convert it at any time before the policy expires without 
medical examination. An ordinary term policy is based on a fixed term of maybe five 
years or ten years or fifteen years and I think the lowest is about twenty years. It is 
called a term policy in form but when it expires it runs for a good many more years than 
an ordinary term policy. Any more questions? 


Mr. JAcoBy: I would like to correct that statement Mr. Allen just made about con- 
version. The conversion privilege under these term policies runs until five years prior to 
expiring. In other words, if you had a term to fifty-nine you could convert to an en- 
dowment or a life policy at any time prior to age fifty-four, or if you had a term to 
seventy policy, you could convert it at any time before reaching age sixty-five. 


Mr. SCOVEL: If you convert it to ordinary life or an endowment policy, you wouldn't 
receive anything for your premiums, is that right? 
Mr. ALLEN: That's right. Any further questions? 


Mr. DouGLAs HuDSsON: Can you get a policy if you have already attained the age 
of sixty-five or do you limit the age that you can buy it? 


Mr. ALLEN: Age seventy is the top limit. 

Mr. DouGLAS HUDSON: It does seem to me like this thing is discriminatory to those 
Over seventy or close to it—I am approaching it. Don’t you think the plan ought to 
include burial insurance? (Laughter) 

PRESIDENT CHALFANT: That’s going to be the subject of a new committee that was 
appointed this year. 

Mr. ALLEN: I don’t want to be on that committee. Are there any more questions? 
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PRESIDENT CHALFANT: Just one thing. I don’t know whether it has been explained 
sufficiently, Mr. Allen, with reference to when this plan would become effective. How 
many policies and what percentage would have to be sold? And if the percentage was 
not sold, what happens then? 


Mr. ALLEN: Well, we have ninety days from the time the contract is entered into 
within which to get sixty percent of the eligible members into the plan. And if there 
wasn’t sixty percent at that time, then the provision with reference to medical examina- 
tion doesn’t apply. I mean the exemption from medical examination doesn’t apply and 
it could require medical examination. Does that answer your question? 


PRESIDENT CHALFANT: Isn’t it true that if sixty percent take it in the 90 days, they 
have to cover everybody who wants it regardless of the condition of their health? 


Mr. ALLEN: That’s my understanding. 
PRESIDENT CHALFANT: Even Doug could get it, couldn’t he? 
Mr. ALLEN: That might be stretching the point. 


FROM THE FLOOR: Who is going to determine whether the Bar Association takes 
over the administering of this plan for five percent? Will that be determined by some- 
body? 


Mr. ALLEN: I would suggest—while we have made that recommendation—that it 
was the committee’s opinion it wasn’t necessary for the committee perhaps to include 
that in the report, and unless this Association at this time wants to direct something 
different, I would suggest that that matter be left to the Executive Council and I haven't 
included it in my motion. My motion didn’t include any recommendation one way or 
the other with reference to that matter. 


PRESIDENT CHALFANT: I might say that when this matter was discussed Wednesday 
afternoon by the Executive Council, they were in doubt as to whether or not they wanted 
the office of the secretary to undertake this work, that it was just going to be left for 
further study. The thought was that the office of our Executive Secretary could handle 
it and we could make some money out of it, that the Association might want to take it 
on. But under Mr. Allen’s motion here, it will be left to the Executive Council to decide 
that point. 

Mr. ALLEN: There is a motion to put for adoption at this time. 

Mr. Douctas Hupson: I move the adoption of the report. 

Mr. WILLIAM M. BEALL: I second the motion. 


PRESIDENT CHALFANT: It has been regularly moved and seconded that this report 
be adopted. Any further discussion? All in favor signify by saying “aye.” Contrary “no.” 
Motion is carried. 

PRESIDENT CHALFANT: Is Mr. Ora McClellan here? Do you have your report on 
Relations With Lay Adjusters ready? 


Mr. MCCLELLAN: Yes, sir. 
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RELATIONS WITH LAY ADJUSTERS 


Mr. OrRA MCCLELLAN: Mr. Chairman, and Members of the Association: You will 


recall that two years ago at our meeting we adopted several principles to govern the 
relations between lawyers and lay adjusters. Those principles are very similar to the 
ones which have been adopted by the American Bar Association and they have been 
published in the Journal of the Bar Association for August, 1954. So far we have had 
no complaints, criticisms or anything else as a result of adopting these principles, and 
I take it that everybody is completely disregarding them. But in order to keep abreast 
of our brethren throughout the land, our committee has decided that there are certain 
words and phrases in those principles which should be interpreted in line with the in- 
terpretations that have heretofore been made by the American Bar Association. They 
are as follows: 


1. The word “representative” or “representatives” means any person, firm, partner- 
ship, or corporation, which is representing an insurance company in the handling of a 
claim. 


2. The word “deal” means to “negotiate”, “settle”, “do business with”, and “negotiate 
for a settlement or a payment.” Any definition of the word “deal” would not prevent 
a direct approach to a claimant for the purpose of checking his identification, or check- 
ing the bona fides of his representation by an attorney. 


3. The word “witness” shall be construed to include “parties”, but the construction 
shall not authorize an interview of a party after he is represented by an attorney.

SELECTION, TENURE AND RETIREMENT OF JUDGES 


Your Committee on Selection, Tenure and Retirement of Judges has at several pre- 
vious meetings of our Association submitted reports recommending the American Bar 
Association plan for the selection and tenure of judges of the District Court and Justices 
of the Supreme Court. 
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Your committee wishes to renew its recommendation of the American Bar Association 
plan and urges its introduction and consideration by the next legislature as an amend- 
ment to the constitution of the State of Kansas. 


The present retirement act covering Judges of the District Court and Justices of the 
Supreme Court enacted in 1953 is, in your committee's opinion, on the whole, highly 
satisfactory. 

However, your committee recommends that the retirement act of 1953 should be 
amended as follows: 

1. The minimum tenure of service for eligibility retirement benefits should be 
changed from ten years to either eight or twelve years. 


2. That the provision limiting the earned income of retired judges receiving benefits 
under the act to $75.00 a month should be repealed.

FROM THE FLoor: Second the motion. 


PRESIDENT CHALFANT: It has been regularly moved and seconded that the report of 
this committee be adopted. Is there any discussion? All in favor of the adoption of the 
report signify by saying “aye.” Contrary “no.” Motion is carried. 

The next item of business will be the report of the Committee on Standards for Title 
Examinations—Mr. Melvin Quinlan of Topeka. 


STANDARDS FOR TITLE EXAMINATIONS 


Mr. MELVIN QUINLAN: Mr. President, before going to the formal parts of the report 
of the Committee on Standards for Title Examinations, I want to be sure that everyone 
in the room has a copy of the proposed reclassification of existing title standards so that 
you may refer to them as we progress through the report of the committee. 


The Committee on Standards for Title Examinations submits the following report. 
At the mid-year meeting in Wichita the efforts of the committee were directed in three 
principal areas: (1) A consideration of the possibility of adopting a new system of 
classifying and indexing existing title standards; (2) The consideration of a number of 
proposed amendments to the existing title standards and the recommendations of certain 
new standards; and (3) A consideration of the value and feasibility of annotating title 
standards. Since consideration was being given to the annotation of standards, it seemed 
appropriate to study the merits of adopting a new system of classification which limits 
itself to existing standards without necessitating further changes in the designations of 
the individual existing standards. The arrangements of standards adopted by other state 
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Bar associations were considered and the subjects covered by our existing standards were 
analyzed. From its study of this material, the committee developed a second system of 
classification and then adapted the existing Kansas Title Standards to the recommended 
classification. Some editing was necessary in this reclassification, but the committee has 
carefully avoided changing the substantive matter contained in the existing standards. 
The existing standards, thus edited, and arranged, were distributed to all of you at the 
time of registration so that they would be reviewed before the recommendations of this 
committee were considered. 

Now, before making the recommendations with reference to the acceptance or re- 
jection, are there any comments on this suggested system of reclassification? I think it 
is appropriate to ask for any comment from the floor now in that respect before we 
proceed. If not, it is the recommendation of the committee that the following codifica- 
tion of the existing standards in accordance with the new system of classification be 
adopted and that a detailed word index be appended to the codification. Mr. President, 
I so move. 

FROM THE FLoorR: Second the motion. 

PRESIDENT CHALFANT: Are there any questions? It has been Saati moved and 
seconded that the recommendation be adopted. 

Mr. DOUGLAS HUDSON: May I inquire if there are any radical changes from the way 
this has previously been handled, any changes of any big consequence? 

Mr. QUINLAN: No, sir. There are slight changes in the rearrangement by way of . 
editing, but the committee feels that what you have before you in the mimeographed 
sheets constitutes the existing standards rearranged and reclassified. 

PRESIDENT CHALFANT: Any further discussion? If not, all in favor of the motion - 
signify by saying “aye.” Contrary “no.” Motion is carried. 

Mr. QUINLAN: It is the further recommendation of the committee that this codifi- 
cation, as amended by any substantive changes which may be adopted here today, be 


presented for distribution among members of the Association for insertion in the per- 
manent copies heretofore furnished to you. I so move that, Mr. President. 


FROM THE FLoor: Second the motion. 

PRESIDENT CHALFANT: Any discussion? All in favor signify by saying “aye.” Con- 
trary “no.” Motion is carried. 

Mr. QUINLAN: In that connection, I omitted the further recommendation, and I 
move, that the Kansas Title Standards be uniformly cited by the use of the letters KTS 
and the numerical and lettered designation of the particular standard involved. 

PRESIDENT CHALFANT: Is there a second to this motion? 

FROM THE FLoor: Second the motion. 

PRESIDENT CHALFANT: All in favor signify by saying “aye.” Conrtary “no.” That 
motion is carried. 

Mr. QUINLAN: Incidentally, on your mimeographed sheets you will notice numbers 
in the left hand margin, a number followed by a number in parenthesis. It would not

be the intention of the committee to cause those numbers to be carried into a permanent 
publication, but they are put there as a cross-reference to the existing title standards. The 
first number being the page number and the second being the question number appear- 
ing on that page in the existing title standards arrangement. 


Now, referring to the numerical designations just adopted, the committee recommends 
the following substantive changes in the existing title standards. And to avoid confusion 
on these points, in a mailing just before this meeting you received a mimeographed sheet 
entitled “Some Proposed Changes to the Kansas Title Standards.” That is exactly what 
those were and not all of them are being recommended by the committee this morning. 
So, if you are attempting to use that sheet in following this report, the numbers that 
I will use will not correspond exactly, so I suggest that you do not use that sheet mailed 
to you earlier. 


The first substantive recommendation is that Kansas Title Standards 1.1A, which was 
prior Question 1 on Page 7, be amended by adding the following as Comment A: “When 
an examiner finds a situation which he belieevs creates a question as to marketable title 
and has knowledge that another attorney handled the questionable proceeding or has 
passed the title as marketable, the examiner, before writing an opinion, should com- 
municate, if feasible, with the other attorney and afford an opportunity for discussion.” 
I am reading from 1.1 which is on Page 1 of the mimeographed sheets that you re- 
ceived this morning. The committee recommends that on Problem A and in Standard 
A at the top of the page, designated 1.1, that the following be added as Comment A: 
“When an examiner finds a situation which he believes creates a question as to mar- 
ketable title and has knowledge that another attorney handled the questionable pro- 
ceeding or has passed the title as marketable, the examiner, before writing an opinion, 
should communicate, if feasible, with the other attorney and afford an opportunity for 
discussion.” Mr. President, I move the adoption of that recommendation. 


FROM THE FLoor: Second the motion. 


PRESIDENT CHALFANT: It has been regularly moved and seconded that this recom- 
mendation be adopted. Is there any discussion? All in favor signify by saying “aye.” 
Contrary “no.” Motion is carried. 


Mr. QUINLAN: With reference to Kansas Title Standards 2.1A, also appearing on 
Page 1 of the mimeographed sheet, it is the recommendation of the committee that that 
standard be amended by adding the following as Comment A: “The Uniform Ab- 
stracter's Certificate adopted by the Kansas Abstracters Association contains the state- 
ments deemed essential to a full abstracter’s certificate and the use of certificates in 
substantially that form is recommended.” Mr. President, I move the adoption of that 
recommendation. 


FROM THE FLoor: Second the motion. 


FROM THE FLoor: Mr. Chairman, may I ask a question. The original Comment A, 
shown on Page 1, says that “this standard should affect certificates dated prior to the 
time of the adoption of the standard.” Is that to be incorporated in the new Comment A, 
inserted instead of it? 


Mr. QUINLAN: That is correct. 
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FROM THE FLoor: In effect, Mr. Chairman, then we would require the present ab- 
stracter’s certificate to be inserted in all abstracts made prior to May of 1942? 

Mr. QUINLAN: No, sir. In my view of the matter, it is a recommendation as to 
what an abstracter’s certificate should contain and it is prospective in nature. Now, to 
say that you have to go back and arrange and recertify all old certificates, I do not be- 
lieve could be inferred from taking Comment A, of the existing Comment A, out of the 
standards. 

Mr. DoucLas Hupson: Comment A reads: “This standard should not affect cer- 
tificates dated prior to the time of its original adoption in 1942.” Does that comment 
continue in the present title standards? 

Mr. QUINLAN: No, sir, as presented Comment A, which I have read, would be in lieu 
of the Comment A appearing on Page 1 of the mimeographed sheet. 

Mr. Douctas Hupson: It would replace the former certificates with that comment 
eliminated, wouldn’t that follow naturally? 

Mr. QUINLAN: Well, the problem as stated is: “How should abstracters word their 
certificates in regard to the records in the office of the register of deeds?” Then the 
standard, as stated, which is the existing standard, covers the substantive answer to the 
question. Now, I may be incorrect, but to me the adoption of the recommendation is 
prospective in nature. In other words, it does not impliedly require a recertificate on 
old certificates. However, it may be well to make that point specific. 

FROM THE FLoor: As I understand the reading of that, that means that if one of 
these old certificates said substantially what the new certificate says, then it is all right. 
If it doesn’t, it isn’t all right and we would object to that anyway. That's the way I 
understand it. 

Mr. QUINLAN: This isn’t attempting to state substantially what a certificate should 
contain. 

FROM THE FLoor: Not when it was dated, but what it should contain—correct? 


Mr. QUINLAN: That is correct. 

FROM THE FLoor: Do you feel that some date should be explicitly stated in con- 
nection with the statement? Is there a motion to that effect, asking that the present Com- 
ment A be eliminated? Why couldn’t you eliminate it? 

Mr. QUINLAN: It could be very easily done. 

FROM THE FLoor: I so move. 

FROM THE FLoor: Second the motion. 


PRESIDENT CHALFANT: It has been regularly moved and seconded that the two com- 
ments be combined, so that the proposed Comment A with reference to the certificate of 
the absrtacters shall be prospective only. I think that’s the intent of the motion. Is there 
any discussion? ; 

Mr. DouGLaAs HuDsON: Why is the confusion more so now? I think Comment A 
should stand as it is so that there would not be any question about it. Then they can’t 
say it is prospective only. 
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PRESIDENT CHALFANT: It will be combined prospective only for future certificates, 

MR. QUINLAN: If the motion were stated that Comment A in the existing Standard 
be amended by adding the paragraph which I read, would that be acceptable? 

“Mr. Doucias Hupson: Yes. 

PRESIDENT CHALFANT: I suggest you read it again. 

Mr. QUINLAN: The second recommendation of the substantive changes in the exist- 
ing standards is that Kansas Title Standard 2.1A be amended by adding the following as 
a second paragraph to Comment A: “The Uniform Abstracter’s Certificate adopted by 
the Kansas Abstracters Association contains the statements deemed essential to a: full 
abstracter’s certificate and the use of certificates in substantially that form is recom- 
mended.” I move the adoption of that recommendation. 

FROM THE FLoor: Second the motion. 

PRESIDENT CHALFANT: Any further discussion? All in favor signify by saying “aye.” 
Contrary “no.” Motion is carried. 

MR. ETS The third recommendation of the committee, | which was number 
five on the proposals previously mailed, is that Kansas Title Standard 3.4A be amended 
to read as follows—it is on Page 4 of the mimeographed sheet. The recommendation 
now is that the existing standard be reworded to read as follows: “Problem A: If the 
deed containing the recital of heirship has been of record forty years or more, the re- 
cital may be relied upon as a showing of heirship on the theory that the deed is an ancient 
document and therefore admissible as evidence of the facts stated.” I move the adoption 
of that recommendation. 


FROM THE FLoor: Second the motion. 


PRESIDENT CHALFANT: It has been regularly moved and seconded that the recom- 
mendation be adopted. All in favor signify by saying “aye.” Contrary “no.” Motion is 
carried. 

MR. QUINLAN: The next recommendation of the committee is that the following be 
adopted as Kansas Title Standard 3.7C. This would be a new standard which would be 
inserted on Page 5; it will be 3.7C. It does not appear on the mimeographed sheet be- 
cause it is a recommended new standard. Problem C. “May an executor’s, administrator's 
or guardian’s deed or a sheriff's deed on execution which identifies the proceedings and 
the parties and recites the order of the court authorizing it and which has been of record 
not less than forty years, be treated as a valid conveyance in the absence of a showing 
of the proceedings upon which it is based.” Standard C: “Yes.” Mr. President, I move 
the adoption of that recommendation. 


FROM THE FLoor: Second the motion. 

PRESIDENT CHALFANT: Is there any discussion? 

* FROM THE FLOoR: In our county we have got a bunch of old masters deeds and the 
same theory, it would seem to me, should apply to those—a masters deed in chancery in 
Federal Court. 

‘Mr.:QUINLAN: What appears as existing Problem A, under 3.7, does not refer to 
a masters deed in Federal Court, but does refer to a deed made by the receiver: and the 
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officers of a corporation which recites the order of the court authorizing it, sufficient 
without a showing of the proceedings upon which it is based and which might be con- 
strued as marketable. The reason that we have not attempted to include that in the new 
standard just recommended is that this recommended standard is based largely upon 
the statute of limitations which appears in Chapter 60, combined with the theory of 
ancient instrument, and that is why we have not referred to a masters deed, because 
those are the deeds specified or the deeds referred to in the statute. 


PRESIDENT CHALFANT: Any further questions? All in favor of the motion signify 
by saying “aye.” Contrary “no.” Motion is carried. 

Mr. QUINLAN: The next recommended substantive change of the committee is that 
Kansas Title Standard 7.1B be deleted. That appears on Page 11 of the mimeographed 
sheet. The reason that this recommendation is being made is that in a recent decision of 
our Supreme Court appearing in 178 Kansas, although not a completely analogous situa- 
tion, the words are almost the exact words as stated in Problem B, and were held in a 
will involving three persons not to have created a joint tenancy. The committee did not 
consider this matter at great length and therefore felt that the safest approach at this 
time would be to remove that standard and reconsider the matter. I therefore move 
the adoption of this recommendation. 


FROM THE FLoor: Second the motion. 


PRESIDENT CHALFANT: You have heard the motion. All in favor signify by saying 
“aye.” Contrary “no.” The chair is in doubt. All those— 


Mr. DouGLas Hupson: What is the problem? 


MR. QUINLAN: It is about what particular words used in a deed might create a joint 
tenancy. You will notice that Standard A, under 7.1, on Page 11 of the mimeographed 
sheet, does contain the recommended language for the creation of joint tenancy in a 
deed. Then Standard B, as it presently exists, asks the question: “Should deeds already 
of record be accepted as creating joint tenancies where the grantees are shown as ‘John 
Doe and Mary Doe, his wife, or the survivor of them,’ or words of similar import?” Then 
in Standard B various deeds are set out as either being acceptable or not acceptable. Now, 
we do not recommend the removal of Standard A, but at this time, in view of that recent 
decision, we do recommend the removal of Standard B until the matter can be given 
further consideration. 


FROM THE FLOOR: Mr. Chairman, perhaps that would be wise until the matter could 
be given further consideration, but by the same token I think we ought not to do away 
with this standard entirely because of that particular opinion of the Supreme Court. 
I am not prepared to argue that; I don’t know that any of us are, but that, you will recall, 
pertained to the use of some particular words in a deed. 


Mr. QUINLAN: That is correct. 


FROM THE FLoor: And here we are talking about some words in a deed and now if 
that is to be eliminated on the strength of this one Supreme Court decision, we are 
inviting a terrible confusion in the minds of most of the title examiners of Kansas. Now, 
it seems to me we shouldn't so lightly do away with that standard merely because of that 
One decision. I think that decision ofthe Supreme Court had better be explained by 
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explaining the difference between their distinction of the will which involved three 
persons named in the will as differentiated from the grantees in the deed or in the deed 
we are examining. I would hate terribly to see that eliminated. 

MR. QUINLAN: There was no unanimity on this point in the committee. I think it 
might be appropriate to give some further consideration to this matter. If other mem- 
bers would like to state their position on this matter— 


PRESIDENT CHALFANT: Any further discussion? 


Mr. A. R. LAMB: Mr. President. As a member of the committee, I took the position 
that in view of this decision we did not want to continue to encourage people to write 
deeds simply with the words “or survivor” after the names of the husband and wife. 
Now, if you leave this in, that means that from now on we are going in the face of the 
decision of the Supreme Court. Now, it may be that your personal opinion is that the 
opinion is wrong, but the position of the majority of the committee was that it was 
not good practice to encourage the continuance of simply putting the words “or survivor” 
in deeds and that is the reason why we are asking that it be stricken out. Now, you can 
go ahead, in the absence of any recommendation, of course, and do whatever you want 
to, but the committee is not encouraging you to and is not putting its approval upon 
that kind of a deed. 


Mr. QUINLAN: It may be observed, however, that the problem as stated does refer 
to deeds already of record. 


PRESIDENT CHALFANT: Any further discussion? The motion is that Standard 7. 1B 
be deleted. All in favor signify by saying aye.” Contrary “no.” The chair is in doubt. 
All those in favor of deleting, please rise. Be seated. Those opposed, please rise. The 
“noes” have it. The motion is denied. 


Mr. QUINLAN: The next recommendation is with reference to Kansas Title Standard 
7.2C, which appears on Page 12 of the mimeographed sheet. It is the recommendation 
of the committee that Kansas Title Standard 7.2C be amended to read as follows: Prob- 
lem C: “When shall the title of the surviving joint tenant be considered marketable?” 
Standard C: “When it appears that: (a) Proof of death of the deceased joint tenant 
has been made as provided in preceding Standard A or B (Kansas Title Standard 7.2A or 
7.2B); (b) A showing of non-liability for Kansas inheritance taxes and federal estate 
taxes had been made as required by Kansas Title Standard 7.3A; and (c) One year has 
elapsed after the death of the deceased joint tenant.” Mr. President, I move the adoption 
of that recommendation. 


PRESIDENT CHALFANT: Is there a second? 
FROM THE FLoor: Second the motion. 


PRESIDENT CHALFANT: Any discussion? 

Mr. RICHARD HICKEY: I have been asked to raise this matter by the Conference 
Committee of the Methodist Church about money that has been borrowed by the 
Methodist Church in the operation of the Methodist Home for the Aged at Topeka. The 
Presbyterians have a home for the aged and there are several non-church homes in Kan- 
sas, and I understand Kansas claims the Kansas Masonic Home. In the case of joint 
tenancy and survivorship deeds of aged people, situations arise in our own district fre- 
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quently when the survivor is an applicant for admission to one of these homes. And I 
understand that in light of some of the cases, and the plan of devolution proceedings 
that was recommended several years ago, there has been some question about that—to 
change the inheritance tax or estate tax. But the question has come up with relation 
to this Section C, of the one year. Their theory is this: that their marketing of the prop- 
erty after they get in this home, and the opinions state, that the survivor may indicate 
his desire to sell the property to have funds for the care of the surviving spouse. And 
this one year proposition, unless it can be conclusively considered as a part of the de- 
cedent’s estate, this joint tenancy would interfere with the marketing of the property 
which they need to sell to secure funds for the care of these aged people. Some of the 
people asked me, when this matter was mailed out here, to seriously consider why it was 
absolutely necessary after they had used the proper proceedings to still wait one year 
before they could transfer title to some purchaser. The property was the property of 
the survivor by the terms of the deed which created it, and the tax situation was cleared, 
and where the devolution of title was determined there was no real necessity for waiting 
one year. Now, I am not recommending this; I am merely raising the matter for further 
discussion, to see what the attitude of this body is. 


Mr. QUINLAN: Well, I think it might be well to attempt to state the reason, as J 
understand it, that the lapse of a year is required to show a marketable title in your sur- 
vivor, and there is of course the possibility of a joint and mutual will which might have 
operated to sever the joint tenancy. 

Mr. Hickey: But don’t they take title when they get the deed? It never belonged 
to them as individuals; it belonged to both of them with survivorship, and to tie up 
property for a year after, if it is a joint tenancy deed, it is absolutely against the very 
terms of the deed that they are taking title to in the first place. They don't take it “A 
and B;” they take it “A and B and/or survivor.” 

MR. QUINLAN: That would be true in the case of joint tenancy, but a party by a joint 
and mutual will may, according to our court, sever the joint tenancy. Now, that would 
have to appear during the yeat—when the will is produced. 


Mr. Hickgy: Now, I am not talking about admission to the Methodist Home or 
something like that, I am talking about a person, if they are up in years, after the spouse 
dies it holds up the surviving spouse for a year, and there is age involved in this, to 
where they can’t sell their property for a year although they take property originally 
in joint tenancy. I think that year thing should be eliminated. If they want to make 
joint and mutual wills there ought to be some way to get around that without tying up 
that property for a year’s time, because in most cases—maybe not most of them, but a 
lot of them—the surviving spouse has to sell that property. And when you tie it up for 
a year they can’t do it. That’s defeating the very purpose of the joint tenancy. 

Mr. QUINLAN: I think everyone is in sympathy with that proposition; but the com- 
mittee of course is faced with attempting, in view of the law as we find it, to state what 
is a marketable title—a standard of marketable title. 

PRESIDENT CHALFANT: Are there any more questions? All in favor of the adoption 
of this recommendation signify by saying “aye.” Contrary “no.” Motion is carried. 

Mr. QUINLAN: The next recommendation of the committee is that Kansas Title

‘Standard 7.3A be amended to read as follows: (it appears on age 12 of the mimeo- 
graphed sheet) Problem A: “Since, under both the federal estate tax law and the state 
inheritance tax law, the value of the entire estate held in joint tenancy is included in 
the estate of the deceased joint tenant, unless the surviving joint tenant is able to prove 
contribution, what showing is necessary before accepting a deed or mortgage from the 
survivor?” Standard A: “(a) A showing of non-liability for Kansas inheritance taxes. 
This may appear from the probate proceedings in the estate of the deceased joint tenant, 
if administered upon, or by a showing made under G. S. 1949, 79-1512; (b) A showing 
of non-liability for federal estate tax and gift tax liens. This may be made by an affi- 
davit of one having actual knowledge of the facts if the value of the estate, including 
jointly owned property and insurance, is substantially less than the statutory exemptions. 
If not, a release should be obtained under Section 6325 of the Internal Revenue Code 
of 1954.” Mr. President, I move the adoption of that recommendation.

Con- 
trary “no.” Motion is carried.

Margaret McGurnaghan to come forward and finish the report for the Committee on 
Title Standards. - 


CONTINUATION OF REPORT ON STANDARDS FOR 
TITLE EXAMINATIONS 


- Miss MCGURNAGHAN: I am acting as substitute. Mr. Quinlan had to go to St. Louis. 
We finished yesterday on the inheritance and estate tax proposition. The next standard 
is on Page 14 of the long sheet. The problem is, that KTS 8.2D be amended to read 
as follows: 

“Problem D: Is a certified copy of death and heirship obtained in proceedings in 
another county filed in the probate court of the county in which the tract of real estate 
is situated, a sufficient showing of death and heirship?” The answer is: “Standard D. No. 
A complete transcript of the proceedings in the Probate Court of original jurisdiction 
should be filed in the Probate Court of counties in which the decedent owned real prop- 


erty. 
“Comment D. G. S. 1955 Supplement 59-213 provides that a duly certified copy of 
the probate proceedings in the Probate Court of any county of the state may be filed in 
the Probate Court of another county, and shall have the same force and effect in such 
other county as in the county of origin. 
“It should be noted that this statute no longer requires that the recording of a tran- 
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script from another Probate Court of this state, and in the interest of uniformity and 
economy, recordation of such transcripts should not be required.” 


Mr. President, I move the amendment be adopted. 


JupGE JOCHEMs: ecdnainennisiannemamnemeliiinitiensn Apmis 
full and complete transcript? 


_ Miss MCGURNAGHAN: No, that we file a full transcript—not just the journal — 


JUDGE JOCHEMS: Not just a complete copy, but a— 


Miss McGURNAGHAN: The whole transcript—not the certified copy of decree of 
death and heirship obtained in proceedings in another county, but that the whole tran- 


script be required. 

Mr. GEORGE COLLINS: What do you mean by a full transcript; is that a sort of a 
routine matter that transpired— 

Miss MCGURNAGHAN: There was just the regular transcript of the file anyhow. 

Mr. COLLINS: A regular transcript of what? 

Miss MCGURNAGHAN: Of the case itself; the petition—now this is on a descent 
proceeding. The petition, the notice, the finding as to taxes— 

Mr. BLAES: What is the difference between filing and recording? 

Miss McCGURNAGHAN: Let's say it this way: For the purpose of economy, it doesn’t 
cost as much to file a thing as it does to file and record, and the statute provides it can 
be filed, and it doesn’t have to be recorded. You will find there are a number of probate 
courts that want you to do both. At home, the Probate Court has not asked for a record. 
Go right across the line into Jefferson County, and they ask for it. 

PRESIDENT CHALFANT: My understanding is that recording means the full copy of 
the proceedings; the mere filing of the transcript means it is indexed and filed; if they 
are lost, you have to get another one from the original county. 


Mr. BLAEs: Is that a matter which the lawyer has no control over, or is that a matter 
of the administration of the Probate Court, that he records it after he files it? 


Miss MCGURNAGHAN: He follows the statute. 

PRESIDENT CHALFANT: The statute, as I understand it, was amended a few years ago 
to file only; before that, it required recording; is that correct? 

Miss MCGURNAGHAN: That's correct. 

PRESIDENT CHALFANT: Was there a second to the motion? 

FROM THE FLoor: Second. 

PRESIDENT CHALFANT: All in favor signify by saying “aye.” Contrary “no.” The 
motion is carried. 

Miss MCGURNAGHAN: The next one, you will find on Page 7, and it is KTS 4. 4, 
Problem A. The recommendation is that we amend that as follows: 

“Problem A: Should G: S. 1949, 67-331, and other statutes enacted thereafter, re- 


lating co unreleased mortgages of record prior to the dates ee in such statutes, ng 
followed?” 
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Now you will notice that KTS 4.4A only applied to 1914. There have been other 
statutes since that, so that it goes up to unreleased mortgages filed prior to 1919, in 
which an affidavit has not been filed one year after the enactment of the statute, shall 
be considered out of the picture; and now we want to follow it up so that it will take 
in similar statutes. The standard is: 

STANDARD A. “These statutes should be followed, and all such mortgages should 
be considered void if the affidavit provided for in the statutes was not recorded prior 
to the time therein specified.” 

Now so far, the legislature has provided that the affidavit shall be filed within one 


year after the act goes into effect, and if they don’t file the affidavit showing that the 
mortgage is still in force, then the statute provides that it shall be considered void. 


Mr. President, I move that the amendment be adopted. 
Mk. LAING: I second. 


PRESIDENT CHALFANT: Any discussion? It has been regularly moved and seconded; 
all in favor of the motion signify by saying “aye.” Contrary “no.” The motion is carried. 

Miss MCGURNAGHAN: You will recall that when Mr. Quinlan first talked about 
these, there were several things we were supposed to do; one was the codification of 
the standards; another was these amendments or new standards which have been pre- 
sented. The other was about annotating the standards. 

Some work was done by the committee toward the preparation of annotations to 
the Kansas title standards. As accurate annotations are developed, they would be printed 
as a “comment” following the standard supported. 

The fruits of the committee’s limited efforts on this subject are in the files of the 
committee and will be available to its successor. 

The committee believes that an effort to gradually formulate and publish annotations 
to the title standards is a worthwhile project, but one which should not be lightly under- 
taken. It is the recommendation of the committee that work in this area be continued, 
but that consideration be given to the employment of one or more qualified persons to 
assemble, edit and exhaustively check any such material before it is published as a part 
of the standards. The committee members are: William M. Beall, Hugh Brownfield, 
Wilbur H. Jones, T. B. Kelley, Auburn G. Light, D. C. Martindell, A. R. Lamb, Mar- 
garet McGurnaghan, John O’Brien, F. M. Rogers, Lloyd H. Ruppenthal, and Melvin 
Quinlan, Chairman. 

Mr. President, I move the adoption of the recommendation as to the annotations. 

JupGE JocHEMs: Second the motion. 

PRESIDENT CHALFANT: Any discussion? 

FROM THE FLOOR: Question. 

PRESIDENT CHALFANT: All in favor, signify by saying “aye.” Contrary “no.” Motion 
carried. Thank you, Miss McGurnaghan. 

JupGE JocHEMs: I would like to move that we give this Committee on Title Standards 
a rising vote of thanks and appreciation for their work. (Rising vote.) 

PRESIDENT CHALFANT: We'll have the report on the Illegal Practice of Law; Mr. 
Carroll Hughes of Dodge City. 
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ILLEGAL PRACTICE OF THE LAW 


Mr. HUGHES: Mr. President and members of the Bar, our report is rather brief. We 
did receive two matters which were duly investigated; one, the ivnestigation disclosed 
no evidence, and the other case was disposed of as routine. 


We do have one recommendation to make for the benefit of this Committee next year. 
As most of you know who are members of the American Bar Association, the national 
title for this particular committee is the Committee on Unauthorized Practice, rather 
than Illegal Practice. The only complaint we received directly, rather than through the 
Secretary of the Board, was conducted on the theory that we would handle types of 
illegal actions other than unauthorized practice. 


My only recommendation is, Mr. President, that in the coming year this Committee's 
title at least be brought into conformity to that used by the American Bar Association, 
the Committee on Unauthorized Practice rather than the Committee on Illegal Practice. 
I believe that it will simplify the matter, and that cases might more easily come to our 
attention. 


PRESIDENT CHALFANT: Thank you, Mr. Hughes. Is there a second? 
Mr. FERGUSON: Second the motion. 


PRESIDENT CHALFANT: Any discussion? All in favor of the recommendation signify 
by saying “aye.” Contrary “no.” The motion is carried. 

I'll ask Mr. Shuart to preside briefly for the recommendations of the Committee on 
Uniform Commercial Code, unless Mr. Toland is here. Is Mr. Gulick here, and would 
he like to present this? 


UNIFORM COMMERCIAL CODE 


Mr. GULICK: Mr. President: This Special Committee has been continued in existence 
by action of the Association at each annual meeting since the creation of the Committee 
by the Association at its annual meeting in May, 1951. 


In May, 1951, the Commissioners on Uniform State Laws and the American Law 
Institute were making their final preparation for the presentation of the final draft of 
the Uniform Commercial Code for approval and that approval was given at their meet- 
ings in September, 1951, and shortly thereafter the Uniform Commercial Code was ap- 
proved by the House of Delegates of the American Bar Association. 


In the five years that have passed, while the Code has been considered by the legis- 
latures of several of the larger commercial states, nevertheless, it has been enacted into 
law only in the State of Pennsylvania, where it has been in effect since July 1, 1954. Our 
information is that the Code has been functioning satisfactorily in Pennsylvania, and 
that the financial institutions of that state are almost unanimous in their view that the 
Code is an improvement over the laws which it superseded. 

There is not much to report now about the progress of the Code. Everyone seems to 
have been waiting for the report of the New York Law Revision Commission. That 
Commission has just recently made its report finding that the idea of codifying into 
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one act the commercial law which had formerly been covered by seven uniform acts, was 
a good one, but the Commission took the view that the Code was not yet ready for 
enactment by the Legislature of New York and made extensive recommendations for 
change. While some of the changes which the New York Commission recommended 
involved policy questions, this committee is informed that many of the recommended 
changes relate only to drafting. 

This Committee is further informed that the Editorial Board, under whose supervision 
the Code was prepared, intends, through subcommittees, to make a careful study of all 
the recommendations of the New York Commission, with the result, no doubt, that there 
will be extensive amendments to the text of the Code in an endeavor to satisfy the New 
York Commission, if it is possible to do so. It is our information that the Editorial 
Board will make every effort to have the revised edition of the Code completed by the 
end of the current year. 

It is the view of this Committee, which has been expressed in its previous reports, that 
the Code should not be presented to the Kansas Legislature until it has first been enacted 
into law by the larger commercial states of the Union. From what has transpired in the 
past five years, it is now apparent that it will take several more years to attain that goal, 
if it can be done. 

The size of the task is disclosed by the fact that the Code attempts to reduce to one 
coherent uniform legislative enactment the fields of law hitherto covered by a multitude 
of often conflicting laws and court decisions. It covers the fields of Sales, Commercial 
Paper, Bank Deposits and Collections, Documentary Letters of Credit, Bulk Transfers, 
Warehouse Receipts, Bills of Lading and Other Documents of Title, Investment Securi- 
ties and Secured Transactions. The text consists of approximately 274 pages. Any state 
adopting the Uniform Commercial Code would repeal its Uniform Negotiable Instru- 
ments Act, Uniform Warehouse Receipts Act, Uniform Sales Act, Uniform Bills of 
Lading Act, Uniform Stock Transfer Act, Uniform Conditional Sales Act, Uniform Trust 
Receipts Act, and also any laws regulating bank collections, bulk sales, chattel mortgages, 
conditional sales, factor’s lien acts, farm storage of grain and similar acts and any acts 
relating to assignments of accounts receivable. That is really a major undertaking. 

Under the circumstances, it is our view that there is no further work to be done by 
this Special Committee until the time is nearly at hand when the Code can be prepared 
for introduction and serious consideration by the Kansas Legislature. Obviously, that 
will be a period of years in the future. 

Ic is, therefore, the recommendation of this Committee, that this Special Cention 
be placed on a stand-by basis to again become active at some later date when this Asso- 
ciation shall determine that the time is ripe to present the Code to the Kansas Legisla- 
ture for serious consideration and approval.

TAXATION 


Your Committee on Taxation makes the following report: 

On October 21, 1955, this Committee held its mid-year meeting in Wichita, Kansas. 
Two members of the Committee were in attendance. Matters discussed concerned the 
following: ; 

(a) The feasibility of the Kansas Bar Association sponsoring a Tax Institute. 

(b) Should lawyers be covered under the Social Security program. 


(c) Should this Committee undertake a study of the Kansas income tax laws for the 
purpose of clarification and coordination with the Federal income tax laws. 


Your Committee submits the following: 


(a) It is suggested that the feasibility of the Association sponsoring a Tax Institute 
be referred to the Association’s Committee on Legal Institutes and that action be taken 
in accordance with that Committee’s recommendation. 


(b) Action relating to the question of Social Security for Lawyers has been taken by 
this Association and your Committee believes that further action by it is not merited. 


(c) The problem of clarifying and coordinating Kansas income tax law with Federal 
income tax law is a continuing one. Your Committee believes that further coordination 
of these laws is desirable but that no action on this problem is warranted at this time. 


In conclusion, your Committee desires to report that as of March 16, 1956, ten states 
have adopted the “Gifts of Securities to Minors Act,” and the legislatures of several other 
states are considering its adoption. This act is designated to facilitate the making of 
gifts of securities to minors so that donors more easily can take advantage of provisions 
of the 1954 Code which prescribes specific means whereby gifts may be made to minors 
without losing the benefits of the $3,000 annual exclusion. The Internal Revenue Service 
has ruled that the Act as adopted by Colorado does achieve its purpose. It ruled, spe- 
cifically, that gifts of securities made in conformity with the Colorado statute are com- 
pleted gifts of present interests for federal gift tax purposes. It is quite likely that the 
same results will prevail with respect to each of the other states which has or will enact 
the act without substantial change in its basic form. Your Committee believes that this 
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matter should be referred to the Association's Committee on Improvements of Law and 
Procedures for consideration by it.*

PRESIDENT CHALFANT: The report of the Committee on Relations with C.P.A.’s is 
here, and it carries no recommendations, and it will be filed and printed in the Bar 


Journal. 


RELATIONS WITH C.P.A.'S 


A Committee was appointed, consisting of the names attached to this report, desig- 
nated as the Committee on Relations With C.P.A.’s. The committee had no specific ob- 
jective assigned to it. The understanding was that the committee would be available 
for meeting with representatives of the C.P.A.’s with a function of attempting to work 
out a proper understanding between the two groups, namely, the lawyers and the 
CP.A.’s. 


To understand the reasons for the appointment of the committee, it is necessary to 
examine the background. For many years, the practice of attorneys and agents before 
the Treasury Department has been governed by certain rules and procedures set forth 
in a document commonly designated as Department Circular No. 230. This document 
may be found published in its entirety in the 1956 Prentice-Hall Federal Tax Service, 
Paragraph No. 21,252. Practice before the Treasury Department has traditionally been 
allowed to those who have been admitted to practice law, who are admitted as attorneys, 
and those who are deemed qualified by the Treasury Department in tax matters but 
who are not members of the legal profession. These latter persons are designated as 
“agents.” 

The problem centers around certain language which was contained in Section 10.2 (f) 
of Treasury Circular 230. This section states in general that an enrolled agent before 
the Treasury Department shall have the same rights, powers, and privileges and be sub- 
ject to the same duties as an enrolled attorney. It further provides: 

“Provided that an enrolled agent shall not have the privilege of drafting or pre- 
paring any written instrument by which title to real or personal property may be 
conveyed or transferred for the purpose of affecting Federal Taxes, nor shall such 
enrolled agent advise a client as to the legal sufficiency of such an instrument or 
its legal effect upon the Federal Taxes of such client: and provided further, that 
nothing in the Regulations in this part shall be construed as authorizing persons 
not members of the bar to practice law.” 

As a further background, it should be noted that several cases have been decided by 
the courts causing a great amount of consternation among accountants’ associations for 


.°Eprror’s NOTE: The National Conference of Commissioners on Uniform State Laws is preparing an act on 
this subject for submission to the States. 
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fear that they might be in danger of losing their right to participate in tax matters on 
the same basis that they have been proceeding for many years. The first of these cases 
was the Matter of the New York County Lawyer's Association vs. Bercu, 78 NYS 2nd 
209, decided in 1948. This involved an instance where an accountant was called in as 
a tax consultant by a corporation, who was not a regular client of the accountant. The 
proposition on which the consultation took place involved substantial questions of law 
in the opinion of the court. When the accountant was not paid, he sued for his fee and 
the court held that he could not collect, as the giving of the opinion constituted the 
practice of law, for which he did not have a license. However, in that case, the court 
indicated that an accountant could have appropriately considered and decided the ques- 
tion if it had arisen in the course of regular work, of preparing tax returns for the cor- 
poration. 

The second case involved Gardner vs. Conway, 48 NW 2nd 788, decided in 1951. 
In this decision, a person who merely held himself out to be a tax expert, not being either 
a lawyer or a certified public accountant, was enjoined from practicing law. Practice con- 
sisted of advising clients on substantial questions of law in connection with tax returns. 


Both of the above cases caused some concern among accountants, but no panic. Most 
accountants operating in the tax field do so in connection with general work being per- 
formed for various clients. Both of the cases seem to be sufficiently wide of their most 
vulnerable point as to merely alert them without any heavy alarm. However, in 1954, 
a decision was handed down in California which caused a tremendous amount of con- 
sternation among members of the accountancy field and particularly in the American 
Institute of Accountants, a national organization. This was the Agran decision, com- 
monly reported as Agran vs. Shapiro 273 Pac. 2nd 619. In this particular instance, the 
certified public accountant had been employed to make tax returns for a husband and 
wife, who were carrying on a business. The question arose about the availability of a 
loss as a carry-back to an earlier year for deduction as a net operating loss. The accountant 
prepared all of the necessary instruments and handled the matter completely with the 
Internal Revenue Service. The deduction was eventually allowed involving taxes amount- 
ing to $6,280.00. Thereafter, he submitted a bill for $2,000.00 which was not paid and 
he filed an action to collect his fee. The defense was that he was practicing law and, 
therefore, could not collect his fee. Agran’s testimony was that he spent about 5 days 
in the County Law Library and in his office reading tax services, cases, reports and de- 
cisions and that he spent approximately 4 days in reading and reviewing over 100 cases 
on the proposition of law involved. The court held that he was practicing law and, 
therefore, he could not recover. 


Although Agran was not a member of the American Institute of Accountants, this 
national association retained counsel and filed a brief on behalf of Agran, apparently 
upon the theory that the case involved a very basic problem as far as they were concerned. 
Ever since the decision has been decided, there has been evidence of substantial concern 
on the part of associations of accountants. It appeared to trigger their national organi- 
zation to the point of trying to take affirmative action to protect against what they con- 
sidered to be the import of the Agran decision. 


Their basic attack was towards the rules of practice before the Treasury Department. 
This appears to be based upon the approach, the Treasury Department should, for pur- 
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poses of practice before it, define the practice of law, rather than leaving it as a state- 
ment of principle as now contained in Circular 230. In other words, they want the 
Treasury Department to undertake to define what constitutes law practice as far as prac- 
tice before the Treasury Department is concerned and not leave it available for decision 
by courts, as to what does or does not constitute law practice. This attack has been two- 
fold. First by the introduction of legislation in Congress of bills which would authorize 
the Secretary of the Treasury to prescribe regulations relating to qualifications of per- 
sons who assist taxpayers in the determination of their Federal tax liability and contain 
the following proviso: 
“Provided that no person shall be denied the right to engage in such activities 

solely because he is not a member of any particular profession or calling.” 
The second approach has been towards seeking a revision of Treasury Department Cir- 
cular 230 by eliminating the above quoted final phrase from Section 10.2(f), namely: 

“and provided further, that nothing in the regulations in this part shall be construed 

as authorizing persons not members of the bar to practice law.” 

The entire problem of relationships between the legal profession and the accounting 
profession have been considered by the two national organizations of the two professions, 
namely, the American Institute of Accountants and the American Bar Association. Each 
has had committees working on the problems of mutual relationship. pow 


A review of the substantial volume of materials which are available on this matter 
indicates that in general the committee personnel from the two organizations have worked 
together harmoniously, except as they parted company over the issue of legislation, as 
above noted, and the amendment of Treasury Department Circular 230. Both of these 
have been strongly opposed by the American Bar Association and its representatives. 


For the information of the Bar Association of the State of Kansas, it does not appear 
that the legislation will be enacted in the law as of this time, although the Bar Association 
should maintain a position of alertness to avoid the possibility of such legislation. The 
officials of the Bar Association have, during the past year, taken steps along this line by 
advising the members of the Kansas Delegation in Congress of their opposition to the 
measure. Also, for informational purposes, the proposed legislation was initially intro- 
duced by Mr. Reed of New York in the House and a Companion Bill was introduced 
in the Senate by Senator Carlson, at the request of Representative Reed. However, there 
has been no indication on the part of Senator Carlson that he is actively sponsoring the 
bill. It appears as though the bill was introduced as a Companion Measure in the Senate 
by Senator Carlson as a matter of courtesy to Mr. Reed. 

The Treasury Department announced, in the latter part of January of this year, that 
it was not going to rewrite Circular 230 at this time. The statement by the Treasury 
Department was published in Internal Revenue Bulletin No. 7 dated February 13, 1956, 
at Page 62, the statement having been issued under date of January 30, 1956. In view 
of the importance of the attitude of the Treasury Department and of the Bureau of In- 
ternal Revenue, a copy of the statement is attached to this report.* 

All of the above indicates the problem without stating any particular remedy. One idea 
did grow out of the joint conferences of representatives of the American Bar Association

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and the American Institutes of Accountants, namely, that consideration of the problem 
should be had on the local level between the professions in the several states. As a result, 
committees have been appointed by both professions in practically all of the states in the 
United States and conferences have been had in some states. 


A meeting of your committee was had at Wichita at the time of the mid-winter meet- 
ing of the State Bar Association. It was quite apparent that there was not complete uni- 
formity of thinking on the part of the members of the committee. Several members of 
the committee felt that no problem existed in the State of Kansas. Others felt that there 
had been an over-reaching in instances by some persons in the accounting field. How- 
ever, on two points, the committee seemed to be in accord. Namely, that there was no 
burning urgency as far as the legal profession is concerned towards trying to work up 
any Kansas statement of principles, and secondly, that the committee did not feel that 
we should take the position of urging that the two groups get together for the purpose 
of trying to work out any statement of principles. This thinking was not based upon 
any unfriendliness towards the accounting profession, or the Kansas Society of Certified 
Public Accountants. There was considerable question as to whether any attempt to try 
to put down into words a statement of principles might not cause more disruption of 
relationships than good. It was, therefore, the consensus that the Kansas Society of Cer- 
tified Public Accountants should be advised, informally, that our committee existed and 
that we stood ready, if requested by them, to meet and discuss the problem and take such 
steps as the two groups might mutually deem desirable. 


Informal discussions have been made with members of the accounting profession. 
Also, the Chairman of this committee, along with the Chairman of the State Bar Asso- 
ciation’s Committee on Unauthorized Practice of Law, appeared at a meeting of the 
Wichita Chapter of the Kansas Society of Certified Public Accountants. 


It is the recommendation of the committee that a committee again be appointed for 
the coming year of the association. Such a committee should be continued for availability 
in the event that the Kansas Society of Certified Public Accountants feel that conferences 
on this problem are required. The committee should also keep under surveillance any 
proposed legislation in Congress which might affect the legal profession in this area 
and should also keep under observation the attitudes of the Treasury Department on the 
practice before the Treasury Department. While such picket line observation will un- 
doubtedly be maintained by the American Bar Association in Washington, it is well that 
the Kansas Bar Association keep itself similarly informed. 


Whether such a committee should take the initiative in trying to bring about a meet- 
ing between the two professions on a state level in Kansas is left in the sound discretion 
of the new committee and of the officers and council of the Bar Association of the State 
of Kansas. 


In order that the committee will have full information available to them, we call at- 
tention to some of the materials which are available on this problem.

TREASURY DEPARTMENT CIRCULAR 230 (31C.R. 10.2) 


For some months the Treasury Department has had under consideration the revision 
of Treasury Department Circular 230 relating to practice before the Department. 


Congress has given the Treasury Department the responsibility of regulating practice 
before the Department. It is in the exercise of this responsibility that the Department 
has issued the rules and regulations set forth in Circular 230, taking into consideration, 
among other things, the need of taxpayers for tax advice and assistance, the number of 
tax returns filed each year, the volume and complexity of problems relating thereto, the 
skills and training required for proper representation of taxpayers’ interests and the 
availability of people who can provide such service. 


The Department believes the standards prescribed in Circular 230 have generally 
operated in a highly satisfactory manner, have made available to taxpayers representatives 
to assist them in presenting their interests to the Department, and have facilitated fair 
and orderly administration of the tax laws. 
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Ic is the intention of the Department that all persons enrolled to practice before it be 
permitted to fully represent their clients before the Department, in the manner hete-. 
inafter indicated. This is apparent from section 10.2(b), which states that the scope of 
practice (of agents as well as attorneys) before the Department comprehends “all mat- 
ters connected with the presentation of a client's interest to the Treasury Department.” 
Enrollees, whether agents or attorneys, have been satisfactorily fully representing clients 
before the Department for many years. The Department believes this has been beneficial 
to the taxpayers and to the Government and that there presently appears no reason why 
the present scope and type of practice should not continue as it has in the past. 


The Department's attention has been called to the decisions of certain State courts 
and to statements which suggest varying interpretations of Section 10.2(f) of the Cir- 
cular. This subsection makes it clear that an enrolled agent shall have the same rights, 
powers, and privileges and be subject to the same duties as an enrolled attorney, except 
that an enrolled agent may not prepare and interpret certain written instruments. The 
second proviso of the subsection states that nothing in the regulations is to be construed 
as authorizing persons not members of the bar to practice law. The uniform interpreta- 
tion and administration of this and other sections of Circular 230 by the Department 
are essential to the proper discharge of the above responsibility imposed on it by the 
Congress. 

Ic is not the intention of the Department that this second proviso should be interpreted 
as an election by the Department not to exercise fully its responsibility to determine the 
proper scope of practice by enrolled agents and attorneys before the Department. It 
should be equally clear that the Department does not have the responsibility nor the 
authority to regulate the professional activities of lawyers and accountants beyond the 
scope of their practice before the Department as defined in section 10.2(b) and nothing 
in Circular 230 is so intended. 

The Department has properly placed on its enrolled agents and enrolled attorneys the 
responsibility of determining when the assistance of a member of the other profession 
is required. This follows from the provisions in section 10.2(z) that enrolled attorneys 
must observe the canons of ethics of the American Bar Association and enrolled agents 
must observe the ethical standards of the accounting profession. The Department has 
been gratified to note the extent to which the two professions over the years have made 
progress toward mutual understanding of the proper sphere of each, as for example in 
the Joint Statement of Principles Relating to Practice in the Field of Federal Income 
Taxation. 


The question of Treasury practice will be kept under surveillance so that if at any 
time the Department finds that the professional responsibilities of its enrolled agents 
and enrolled attorneys are not being properly carried out or understood, or that enrolled 
agents and attorneys are not respecting the appropriate fields of each in accordance with 
that Joint Statement, it can review the matter to determine whether it is necessary to 
amend these provisions of the Circular or take other appropriate action.

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CASE NOTES 


EVIDENCE—ILLEGAL SEARCH AND SEIZURE—FEDERAL 
OFFICER'S TESTIMONY IN STATE PROSECUTION ENJOINED 


Petitioner, Danton George Rea, filed a motion in the United States District Court for 
the District of New Mexico to enjoin a federal narcotics agent from testifying in a New 
Mexico state case with respect to narcotics obtained by him under an invalid federal 
warrant. The case against the petitioner in the state court was to be made solely by the 
testimony of the federal agent. This testimony was based on the illegal search and on 
the evidence seized under the illegal federal search warrant. The district court denied 
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the motion and the court of appeals affirmed. Rea v. United States, 218 F. 2d 237 (10th 
Cir. 1954). On appeal the Supreme Court held, reversed. The federal district court 
should enjoin a federal narcotics agent from testifying in a state criminal case with respect 
to the evidence seized by him under an invalid federal search warrant. Rea v. United 
States, 350 U.S. 214 (1956). (5-4 decision.) 


In its decision the Court placed all constitutional questions to one side, for there was 
no problem concerning the interplay of the fourth and fourteenth amendments as in 
Wolf v. Colorado, 338 U.S. 25 (1949). The only issue was one concerning the Court’s 
“supervisory power” over federal law enforcement agencies. Cf. McNabb v. United States, 
318 US. 332 (1943). In the Rea case the federal agent had violated the federal rules 
governing search and seizures, Fed. R. Crim. P. 41 (a,c). The Court held that the power 
of the federal courts extended to policing those rules and making certain that they were 
Observed. It added that the rules prescribe standards for law enforcement, and the fed- 
eral agents’ obligation was to obey the rules. Further, the rules were designed to protect 
the privacy of the citizen, and that policy would be defeated if a federal agent could use 
the fruits of his unlawful act either in federal or state proceedings. 


The minority dissented primarily on the ground that the decision was inconsistent with 
Wolf v. Colorado, supra. The Wolf case held that in a prosecution in a state court for a 
state crime the Fourteenth Amendment does not forbid the admission of evidence ob- 
tained by an unreasonable search and seizure by state authorities. But in the Wolf case, 
there was no federal agent involved. It dealt with the state’s right to use evidence illegally 
obtained by state authorities in state courts. 


The motion to pager the evidence obtained as a result of an unreasonable search 
and seizure granted by Fed. R. Crim. P. 41 (e), is incorporated in a body of rules pre- 
scribed by the Court and made effective after submission to Congress. See 327 US. 821- 
894, 18 U.S.C. Fed. R. Crim. P. The authority for the promulgation of the rules by the 
Court is found in several acts of Congress. 54 Stat. 688 (1940), 18 U.S.C. 3771 (1952); 
47 Stat. 904 (1933), 18 U.S.C. 3722 (1952). A rule of a court authorized by statute 
has the force of law. Weil v. Neary, 278 U.S. 160 (1929). According to the Advisory 
Committee on the rules, rule 41 (e) of the Fed. R. Crim. P. “is a restatement of existing 
law and practice.” 18 U.S.C. Fed. R. Crim. P. note to subsection (e) at page 2547 (1952), 
United States v. Fowler, 17 F.R-D. 449, 502 (1955). 


Neither the Constitution nor any statute expressly prohibits the use of the truth even 
py unlawfully discovered, as evidence in the prosecution of a crime. However, it 
is a federal judicial policy not to allow federal agents and officers to break the law them- 
selves and then use the information so acquired to prosecute others. Shinyu Noro v. 
United States, 148 F. 2d 696, 699 (Sth Cir. 1945). In the exercise of its supervisory 
authority over the administration of criminal justice in federal courts the Supreme Court 
has from the very beginning of its history formulated rules of evidence to be applied in 
federal criminal prosecutions. McNabb v. United States, supra, at 341. Evidence or 
knowledge gained by the government’s own wrong is not merely forbidden to be used 
before the court but it should not be used at all. Silverthorne v. United States, 251 US. 
385, 392 (1920). The Supreme Court has found reasons for excluding evidence unlaw- 
fully obtained by federal police which do not apply to police acting under state or local 
authority. Wolf v. Colorado, supra, at 32. 


The necessity for supervisory control over law enforcement officers is imperative. For 
the right to privacy has been deemed too precious to entrust to the discretion of those 
whose job is the detection of crime and the arrest of criminals. Power is a heady thing 
and history shows that the police acting on their own can not be trusted. McDonald v. 

‘United tates, 335 U.S. 451, 455-456 (1948). 
Evidence obtained illegally by state officers is admissible in federal courts. Burford 


v. United States, 214 F. 2d 124 (Sth Cir. 1954), Fredericks v. United States, 208 F. 2d 
712 (Sth Cir. 1953), cert. denied 347 US. 1019 (1954). Evidence obtained through 
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search and seizure by state officers who are co-operating with federal officers 
must be excluded in federal prosecutions. Lustig v. United States, 338 U.S. 74 (1949). 
Evidence illegally obtained by state officers, acting solely under state law, without pres- 
ence, instigation, participation, assistance or collaboration of federal officers, is admissible 
in federal courts. Serio v. United States, 203 F. 2d 576 (5th Cir. 1953), cert. denied 346 
US. 887 (1953). If in making an unlawful search and seizure, state officers are acting 
solely on behalf of the United States evidence thus obtained is inadmissible in a prose- 
cution in a federal court. Gambino v. United States, 275 U.S. 310 (1927). The exclu- 
sionary rule only reaches the federal government and its agencies. Watson v. United 
States, 224 F. 2d 910 (Sth Cir. 1955). 


When a federal search warrant is invalid, the evidence obtained thereunder is inad- 
missible; and no distinction is made between the introduction into evidence of physical 
objects illegally seized and all testimony relating thereto or to testimony concerning ob- 
servations e during the illegal search and seizure. McGinnis v. United States, 227 
F. 2d 598 (1st Cir. 1955). The Illinois exclusionary rule is analogous to the federal ex- 
clusionary rule. Under it a witness, discovered as a result of an illegal search, is not 
competent to testify in a criminal prosecution for a violation of narcotics laws. The 
Illinois court believes there should be no difference between evidence in the inanimate 
and animate form. People v. Albea, 2 Ill. 2d 317, 118 N.E. 2d 277 (1954). 


In People v. Martin, 290 P. 2d 855 (Cal. 1955), the Supreme Court of California 
stated what it believed to be the purpose of the federal and California exclusionary rules. 
The purpose is not to provide redress or punishment for a past wrong but to “deter law- 
less enforcement of the law.” Illegally obtained evidence is inadmissible whether or not 
it was obtained in violation of a particular defendant's constitutional rights. The Cali- 
fornia court was convinced that this was the purpose of the federal exclusionary rule. 
Cf. Walder v. United States, 347 U.S. 62 (1954). This view taken by the California 
court certainly seems justified in the face of the decision rendered in the case under 
review. 


Prior to the Rea case, testimony and evidence unlawfully obtained under an invalid 
search warrant by a federal prohibition agent could be used in state trials when not in 
contravention of state law. Pennsylvania v. Colpo, 98 Pa. Super. 460 (1930), cert. denied 
282 US. 863 (1930). 


Consistent with the Rea case, an injunction will not issue against the use in pending 
state criminal proceedings of evidence claimed to have been obtained by an unlawful 
search by state police. Stefanelli v. Minard, 342 U.S. 117 (1951), Cf. Atterberry v. 
Fortson, 137 F. Supp. 674, (S.D. Ga. 1955). For a federal district court in the exercise 
of its equity discretion should refuse to interfere with or embarrass by injunction threat- 
ened criminal proceedings in state courts. Douglas v. Jeannette, 319 U.S. 157 (1943). 
The federal courts’ “supervisory power” over the federal agent under the federal rules 
obviously does not apply to state police officers. 


The fourth amendment to the United States Constitution prohibits unreasonable 
searches and seizures. The Supreme Court has interpreted this amendment to forbid the 
admission into federal courts of evidence obtained in violation thereof, by federal au- 
thorities. Weeks v. United States, 232 U.S. 383 (1914). But Congress under its legis- 
lative power could pass a statute negating the Weeks doctrine. Wolf v. Colorado, supra 
at 33. The analogue of the fourth amendment to the United States Constitution may 
be found in the Constitution of Kansas. Kan. Cons’t. Bill of Rights § 15. The courts of 
Kansas have interpreted this provision not to forbid the use of aegally obtained evidence 
in criminal prosecutions. State v. Johnson, 116 Kan. 58, 226 Pac. 245 (1924). Kansas 
has not adopted and refuses to follow the federal exclusionary rule as laid down in Weeks 
v. United States, supra, and later codified in the Fed. R. Crim. P. 41 (e). 4 Barron, Fed- 
eral Practice and Procedure, § 2406 (Rules Ed. 1951). Kansas opposed the exclusionary 
rule before the Weeks case was decided, State v. Miller, 63 Kan. 62, 64 Pac. 1033 (1901), 
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and adhered to prior Kansas decisions after the Weeks case. State v. Palmer, 173 Kan. 
560, 570, 251 P. 2d 225 (1952). 


The declarations of the United States Supreme Court are not binding on the courts 
of Kansas because they deal with restraints on the action of the federal eet oe only. 
State v. Johnson, supra, at 59. But the power of the federal, courts extends to policing the 
federal rules and making certain the requirements are observed. Rea v. United States, 
supra. Since the federal rule of excluding illegally obtained evidence as a result of un- 
lawful search and seizure is a rule of evidence established by the Court and under au- 
thority of Congress restated in the Fed. R. Crim. P. 41(3) and not a Constitutional 
guarantee under the fourth amendment, the Court should be able to enforce its own 
rules. For federal courts sit to enforce federal law, and federal law extends to the process 
issuing from the federal courts. Rea v. United States, supra, Cf. Wise v. Henkel, 220 
US. 556, 558 (1911). In the Rea case, the process was the federal injunction. The 
United States Supreme Court in its own sphere has plenary power. The Rea case falls 
within the ambit of that power.

SCHOOLS—PUPILS—CONDUCT AND DISCIPLINE 


The defendant school board established a; rule requiring all students to eat their lunches 
either at home or at the school hot lunch facilities. The plaintiff, father of two students 
who attended the school, insisted that his children eat at a nearby restaurant. As a result 
the two students were suspended from school until they would abide by the school regu- 
lation. The father sought to invalidate the regulation on the grounds that it was un- 
reasonable, arbitrary and unconstitutional. The trial court found for the plaintiff, but 
on appeal the Court of Appeals of Kentucky reversed it. The board of education is given 
broad, discretionary power in the management of the school. The court will not interfere 
unless the board is found to have acted in a clearly arbitrary or malicious manner. Casey 
County Board of Education v. Luster, 282 S.W. 2d 333 (Ky. Ct. App. 1955). 


The power to provide for a public educational system and to establish rules and regu- 
lations relating thereto lies within the state legislature. This power is plenary, subject 
only to constitutional limitations. Southern Pacific Co. v. Maricopa, 59 Ariz. 369, 129 
P. 2d 312 (1942); Union High School Dist. No. 2 v. Paul, .105 Colo. 93,.95 P. 2d 5 
(1939). The exercise of the power to regulate the local school is delegated for the most 
part to local school boards and school officials working under them. This delegation of 
power may be either specific or general. If the grant is specific, the only limitation upon 
its valid exercise is that it must not be repugnant to constitutional provisions. If the 
power is derived from a general grant, the courts universally impose a further restriction, 
that the action of the local board must be reasonable and not arbitrary or capricious. 


The discretion of the board of education in the control of the school isto be exercised 
“untrammeled by judicial interference” unless it is found to be “capricious or arbitrary.” 
Williams v. Board of Education, 81 Kan. 593, 106 Pac. 36 (1910). Furthermore, the 
courts refuse to review the school authorities’ finding of fact unless fraud, oppression, or 
gross injustice is shown. Board of Education v. Booth, 110 Ky. 807, 62 S.W. 872 (1901); 
Watson v. City of Cambridge, 157 Mass. 561, 32 N.E. 864 (1893). 


The courts have considered the validity of actions in a number of different areas in- 
cluding that of off-school-ground conduct, health, vaccination, secret fraternities, public 
dress, and damage to school property. 

It is well established that school authorities may regulate pupil conduct off school 
grounds and at times other than school hours. Lander v. Seaver, 32 Ver. 114, 76 Am. 
Dec. 156 (1859) (suspension for exhibiting disrespect toward a teacher even though 
not under school supervision at the time); Kinzer v. Independent School Dist., 129 
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Iowa 441, 105 N.W. 686 (1906) (suspension for contravening regulation prohibiting 
school-sponsored football by playing on a team purporting to represent the school); 
O'Rourke v. Walker, 102 Conn. 130, 128 Atl. 25 (1925) (punishment for annoying 
students who were on their way home); Jones v. Cody, 132 Mich. 13, 92 N.W. 495 
(1902) (rule requiring students to go directly home); Douglas v. Campbell, 89 Ark. 
254, 116 S.W. 211 (1909) (suspension for being intoxicated off school grounds and 
on non-school day). The power is subject to the one specific limitation, however, that it 
not impinge upon parental control. In Dritt v. Snodgrass, 66 Mo. 286, 27 Am. Rep. 343 
(1877), the court refused to sustain a board rule prohibiting students from attending 
night social functions, saying that the conduct of the student after he reached home is 
sul ject only to parental control unless it has a direct bearing upon the conduct of the 
sch 


The courts will also uphold rules which are directed towards the protection of the 
health of the students and will sanction health examinations reasonably necessary thereto. 
Stone v. Probst, 165 Minn. 361, 306 N.W. 642 (1925) (suspension of a student until 
she would consent to a medical examination to determine the extent of a throat infection). 
School authorities may also require vaccinations. In the presence of specific legislation 
or the threat of epidemic the power itself is subject to no restraint. Viemeister v. White, 
179 N.Y. 235, 72 N.E. 97 (1904); Zucht v. King, 260 U.S. 174 (1922). However, in 
the absence of specific legislation or possibility of epidemic, it is doubtful whether the 
board of education may require vaccinations. Burroughs v. Mortenson, 312 Ill. 163, 143 
NE. 457 (1924); Osborn v. Russel, 64 Kan. 507, 68 Pac. 60 (1902). But in Hutchins 
v. School Committee, 137 N.C. 68, 49 S.E. 46 (1904), the court, noting the rapid means 
of transportation then existing, held that vaccination may be required even though no 
epidemic threatened. 


School authorities may also suppress or prohibit secret organizations within the school. 
Beyond doubt the legislature may prohibit such organizations and require the expulsion 
of students who belong to them. Local board action taken in pursuance of such legisla- 
tive policy therefore is valid. Sutton v. Board of Education, 306 Ill. 507, 138 N.E. 131 
(1923); Waugh v. Mississippi University, 237 U.S. 589 (1915). When there is no 
specific statutory authorization, it is questionable whether school authorities can 
or expel pupils for participation in secret organizations. State ex rel. Stallard v. White, 
82 Ind. 278, 42 Am. Rep. 496 (1882). Local school authorities under a general grant 
can, however, limit the privileges of students belonging to secret societies and deny them 
the right to participate in interschool events. Isgrig v. Srygley, 210 Ark. 580, 197 S.W. 
2d 39 (1946). But in Wright v. Board of Education, 295 Mo. 466, 246 S.W. 43 (1922), 
such restriction was held unreasonable in the absence of evidence to show that secret 
fraternities were detrimental to school efficiency. 


Courts have also held valid reasonable, board-imposed restraints upon the dress of 
pupils. Pugsley v. Sellmeyer, 158 Ark. 247, 250 S.W. 538, 30 ALR. 1212 (1923) 
(clothing tending toward immodesty and use of cosmetics); Jones v. Day, 127 Miss. 
136, 89 So. 906 (1921) (wearing of khaki uniforms at all times while under supervision 
of the school, though not engaged in activities which ate strictly educational in nature). 
And in Valentine v. Independent School Dist., 191 Iowa 1100, 183 N.W. 434 (1921), 
the court held that the wearing of gowns may be made a prerequisite to participation in 
the public graduation ceremony. Refusal to wear a gown, however, was not sufficient 
feason to deny a student a diploma when he had completed all other graduation require- 
ments. 


Another type of school regulation requires the Pupil to pay for damage to school prop- 
erty. Though an action in tort may be brought before the appropriate judicial tribunal, 
school authorities have no power in their own right to require the student to pay for 
damage to school property. Holman v. Trustees of School Dist. No. 5, 77 Mich. 605, 43 
N.W. 996 (1889). Though this note does not extend to a consideration of the infliction 
of punishment, it might be noted that the preceding does not preclude the possibility of 
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punishment or expulsion when the damage to school property results under circumstances 

The Kansas court has considered a number of cases involving the validity of an action 
of the board of education as it affected an individual student. In Williams v.  ) of 
Parsons, supra, the court clearly recognized a broad discretionary power devolved by 
the legislature upon the local school board. Subsequent cases, however, have not expressed 
such clear recognition. 

In Ryan v. Board of Education, 124 Kan. 89, 257 Pac. 45 (1927), a senior student was 
denied credit in a course which was a prerequisite for graduation because there was strong 
evidence indicating that she had cheated on a final examination. The school board ac- 
cepted the faculty recommendations and refused to graduate the student. The court in- 
validated the board action, characterizing it as “vindictive” and prompted by a “mutinous 
faculty” in an attempt to “terrify by horrid example.” The court apparently viewed the 
board action as arbitrary and capricious. However, it did not state that it p the 
board action valid until proven arbitrary, nor did it clearly express any careful i 
concluding that the board action was arbitrary and capricious. Justice Hopkins dinensek 
citing the Williams case, supra. He failed to find capriciousness or arbitrariness and re- 

to substitute the discretion of the court for that of the school board. 


In Nutt v. Board of Education, 128 Kan. 507, 278 Pac. 1065 (1929), the board of 
education suspended a pupil because of certain moral indiscretions. The Kansas Supreme 
Court (Hopkins, Marshall and Hutchinson, J. J., dissenting) overruled the board action 
on the grounds that all people are entitled to an education and there was insufficient 
reason to deny the student such right here. The dissenting opinion, finding no charge of 
bad faith and holding that the court has no authority to simply substitute its own dis- 
cretion for that of the board, seems to reflect a clearer understanding of applicable legal 
considerations. 

The Kansas cases may have been correct in the particular fact situations involved. Ic 
is noteworthy, however, that the court overruled board action in each case in a proceed- 
ing which appeared to be discretionary in nature and one which apparently did not pro- 
ceed from the basic approach of the principal case. If the Kansas approach is that of 
the principal case, and what would appear to be the general mule, it is not Klearly ex- 
pressed. 

Notwithstanding the two Kansas cases to the contrary, the courts generally recognize 
a broad, discretionary power devolved by the legislature upon the local board of educa- 
tion. Their action, as long as it has a direct relation to the conduct of the school, will 
be upheld providing it is neither arbitrary nor capricious. Such policy maintains the 
discretionary power of the legislature and provides the individual a judicial remedy only 
where there is proof of an abuse of this discretion. The policy seems thoroughly con- 
sistent with constitutional consideration.

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CASE NOTE 


LIMITATION OF ACTIONS—COUNTERCLAIM OR SETOFF 


The case of Crumrine v. Cummings 172 Kan. 290, 240 P. 2d 463, presents a situation 
relating to the statute of limitations and cross petitions in which it would appear that 
all questions have not been answered by the opinion of the court. 


On Feb: 20, 1947, the plaintiff filed a petition to recover damages in the amount 
of $5,300.00 from the defendant for personal injuries and damage to his automobile as 
a result of an automobile collision occurring February 15, 1947, the plaintiff alleged the 
defendant's negligence as the basis of his cause of action. On March 13, 1951, three 
years and twenty-six days after the collision occurred, the defendant filed his answer 
which included a cross petition. The defendant generally denied the plaintiff's allegations, 
and pleaded a defense of contributory negligence. The defendant's cross petition sought 
to recover in the amount of $11,884.40 for injuries alleged to have been re- 
ceived in the collision of February 15, 1947. 


On March 19, 1951, the plaintiff filed a demurrer to this cross petition on ds 
that it did not state a cause of action and that on its face the pretended cause of action 
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out was barred by the statute of limitations at the time it was filed. The District 
overruled plaintiff's demurrer, and the plaintiff appealed. The Supreme Court 
the District Court’s ruling on the demurrer held the cross petition was 
by the two-year statute of limitations. 


In the opinion the Supreme Court first discussed G. S. 1949; 60-313 and 60-7151, 
The Court follows McCarthy v. Sink 152 Kan. 659, 107 P. 2d 790, Muckenthaler v. 
Noller 104 Kan. 551, 180 Pac. 453, and later cases set out in the opinion holding that 
G. S. 1949 60-715 only allows the filing of a cross claim which would be barred at the 
beginning of plaintiff's action, and which partakes of the nature of a recoupment in that 
it arises out of the same transaction as the plaintiff's claim, (see G. S. 1949, 60-711) as 
a matter of a pure defense. 


The court then observes: 

“. . . the counterclaim and setoff mentioned in the foregoing Statute (G. S. 1949, 
60-715) must be existing in favor of the defendant and against the plaintiff between 
whom a several judgment might be had in the action, and in that even can only be 
used insofar as they compensate each other. In the instant case, it must be observed 
that the allegations of the cross petition praying for affirmative relief are such that 
they do not constitute a counterclaim or setoff as defined by our Code. 


“Appellant's action was for the recovery of damages due to negligence of appellee. 
Appellee’s defense by way of answer was that the appellant was guilty of negligence 
barring recovery. His cross petition asserted negligence on the part of appellant re- 
sulting in injury to appellee, and sought affirmative relief in twice the amount sued 
for by the appellant.” 


The court does not distinguish the instant case from the case of McCarthy v. Sink 
(supra), and other cases arising under G. S. 1949, 60-715, where defendant's claim had 
been barred before the filing of the plaintiff's petition by the ordinary statute of limita- 
tions.

The general rule seems to be stated in 34 Am. Jur. 205 Section 249, where it states in 


part 
“According to the weight of authority, unless the limitation statute otherwise pro- 
vides, a counterclaim or setoff which is not barred at the commencement of an action 
in which it is pleaded does not become barred afterwards during the pendency of the 
action; in other words, if a right of action relied upon as a setoff or counterclaim is 
alive at the time of commencement of suit against the owner of such right, the statute 
of limitations does not bar his right to assert it in that action, even though the full 
statutory period expires during the pendency of the action and before the claim is or 

can be pleaded.” 

A landmark English case often cited is Walker v. Clements, 15 Q.B. 1046 (1850), 
where it was held that the defendant’s plea of setoff was not barred if it had not been 
barred at the commencement of the action. 

The rule was followed in Tom Reed Gold Mine Company v. Brady 55 Ariz. 133, 99 
Pac. 2d 97, 127 ALR 905, where the court states: 


“If. . . a counterclaim or setoff is not barred at the commencement of the action 
in which it is pleaded, it does not become so afterwards, during the pendency of that 
action,. . . 24 R.CL. 837, Sec. 43. 


“There is a conflict of opinion as to when a claim interposed as a setoff or counter- 
claim becomes barred by the statute of limitations. The better rule seems to be that, 
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where defendant's claim in setoff was an existing debt not barred by the statute of 
limitations at the time plaintiff's action was begun, it will be a valid setoff, although 
the statutory period may have elapsed before the filing of the answer setting it up. 
.. . 37CJ. 1081, Sec. $22.” 


The following cases follow the majority rule as announced in Tom Reed Gold Mines 
Co. v. Brady; Stillwell v. Bertrand 22 Ark., 375; Stock v. Meek 35 Cal. 2d 809, 221 Pac. 
2d 15; United States v. Laney 96 FS 482; Beecher v. Baldwin 55 Conn. 419, 12 A 401, 3 
Am. St. Rep. 57; Denton v. Detweiler 48 Idaho 369, 282 P. 82; Zink v. Zink 56 Ind. A 
677, 106 NE 381; Concrete Steel Co. v. Reinforced Concrete Co. 1934 Mo. App., 72 SW 
2d 118; Rollins v. Horn 44 NH 591; Marzotto v. Gay Garment Co. 17 NJ Super 71 85 
A. 2d 325; Brunble v. Brown 71 NC 513; Eagle Savings & Loan Association v. West 71 
Ohio App. 485 50 NE, 2d 352; Sarkeys v. Simpson 206 Okla. 425 244 Pac. 3d 311; Pa- 
ducah & MLR. Co. v. Parks 86 Tenn. 554, 8 SW 842; Preston v. Thayer 127 Wis. 123 106 
NW 672. 


A minority of jurisdictions have followed the view that the statute of limitations is not 
suspended against a setoff or counterclaim. Keim v. Kaufman (1894) 4 Pa. Dist. R 234; 
Boyd v. Beebe 64 W. Va. 216, 61 SE 304; Wilson v. Tromly 336 111 App. 403, 84 NE 
2d 177. 


This majority rule seems to have been approved in Reynolds v. Thomas, 28 Kan. 810, 
where the defendants attempted to have certain promissory notes offset against plaintiff's 
claim, although they admitted that they had not acquired them until after the action was 
started. It was held to be error for the trial judge to decline to charge the jury that unless 
the defendants were the owners of the notes before commencement of the action, they 
should not allow them. The court said: “Had a supplemental petition or a supplemental 
answer been filed, a different question would be presented for our consideration.” See also 
Oil & Gas Co. v. Wasson, 111 Kan. 124, 206 Pac. 320; Roberts v. Howard 83 Kan. 453, 
112 Pac. 162; Stockmens Bank v. Madison 129 Kan. 253, 282 Pac. 570. 


The language cited above by the court in the Crumrine v. Cummings case, apart from 
any question concerning the statute of limitations, cannot be taken to mean the defendant 
could not have filed his answer denying the allegations of the plaintiff as to his own neg- 
ligence, then proceeded to allege the plaintiff's own negligence as an affirmative defense 
and filed a setoff for the money claimed under the provisions of G. S. 1949, 60-713, which 
reads as follows: “A setoff can only be pleaded in an action in which a recovery of money 
is sought, and must be a cause of action for the recovery of money.” Also see Cooper v. 
Seaverns 97 Kan. 159, 155 Pac. 11. 


It is immaterial in Kansas whether the defendant's cross demand is a setoff under G. S. 
1949 60-713 or a counterclaim arising out of the same transaction under G. S. 1949 60- 
711. Cooper v. Seaverns (supra); Petersime Incubator Co. v. Ferguson 152 Kan. 259, 103 
Pac. 2d, 822; Bank v. Coerber 113 Kan. 498 215 Pac. 285. 


In Ontjes v. Rhodenbaugh 89 Kan. 533, 132 Pac. 211, the court states: 


“It is contended that the cause of action relied upon as a defense constituted neither 
a counterclaim nor setoff. While there may be ground for this contention under the 
provisions of the former code (Former Civ. Code, paragraph 98, Gen. Stat. 1901, 
paragraph 4532), prior to the revision, there is no room therefore under the pro- 
visions of section 100 of the new code. Each of the parties to the action had a claim 
for the recovery of money from the other, and, the appellee having brought the 
action to recover the amount of his claim, the appellants properly pleaded their 
claim as a setoff.” (Section 100 referred to is now G. S. 1949, 60-713.) 


The court in Crumrine v. Cummings fails to deal with the question of when a setoff 
or counterclaim is barred by the statute of limitations. Under the general rule, a setoff 
or counterclaim may be filed, if the same was not barred at the time of the beginning 
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of the plaintiff's action. (See Tom Reed Gold Mine v. Brady and other authorities cited 
supra. ) : 

This is in keeping with the general rule that an action at law speaks of the time of 
the beginning of the action. The Kansas court has held in accord with the rule in the 
past that a cross claim will speak as of the beginning of the plaintiff's action. Reynolds 
v. Thomas (supra); Oil & Gas Co. v. Wasson (supra); Bank v. Elliott (supra); Roberts 
v. Howard (supra).
